French Delegate’s

Paris 

All problems outstanding between 
Israel and the Arab States, particularly 
the question of Arab refugees, the 
demilitartsed zones, and the prevention 
of border incidents, will be discussed 
at mext week's conference arranged 
here by the United Nations Palestine 
Conciliation Commission. 


M. Léon’ Marchal. French member of 
the Commission, who has just returned 
here from a visit to all Middle East 
countries to be represented at the talks. 
told me that he had found in all countries 
1 desire to reach a peaceful and lasting 
settlement. He thought that the con- 
férence. which is due to open at the Hote! 
Crillon on Monday, would lead to the 
conclusion of a peace agreement or an 
arrangement to place the existing Armis- 
vice Agreements on firmer foundations. 

Isract will probably be represented ar 
the conference, which is expected to last 
several weeks, by~Mr. Maurice Fischer, 
iis Minester tm Paris. 

The Arab League Poliuical Committec 
this week decided to accept the Con- 
chaten Commission's invitation to 
attend the Parts conference, reports 
Reuter. But Azzam Pasha, the League's 
Secretary-General, said im Alexandria 
hat the Arab delegates would not agree 
to sit at the same table as the Isracli 
Pcpresenlati ves. 


MR. LIE’S REPORT ON 
PALESTINE

In. his annual report to the United 
Nations General Assembly, which is duc 
io meet in Paris in November. Mr. 
Irygve Lie, the U.N. Secretary-General, 
refrains for the first time from. making 
any recommendations for solving the 
Palestine prob em. 

The Palestine issuc is the first item 
referred to in the report, which was 
released here this week. Mr. Lie’s factual 
and documentary report draws attention 
- to the repeated failure of the Palestine 
Concihation Commission to initiate con- 
structive peace negotiations. 

Mr. Lie says that the Middle East relief 
agencies cannot prosecute their pro- 
grammes successfully unless adequate 
finances are assured over a ohne 
period, supplemented by further contribu- 
tions to implemen: the plan to reintegrate 
the Arab relugees 

In a foreword, Mr. Lie notes that he 
has omitted to make the usual comments 
and recommendations On major issucs. 
but states that he will issue them as an 
“ addendum” to the report before the 
Assembly meets.

Delay in Distribution of Rations

JERUSALEM 


_ Because of the lack of foreign currency, Israel’s food position, already 
serious, has again deteriorated. Distribution of the basic rations has been 
delayed, sugar and fats are scarce, meat is unobtainable, many shops are 
empty, and the black market is flourishing. 


Until recently 


Israelis had cheerfully accepted the difficulties as 


part of the price to be paid for Kibbutz Galuyot (the ingathering of the 
exiles), but in the past month a radical change has occurred. The 


inefficiency in the distribution system has caused some bitterness. 


And 


the general food shortage has ceased to be a national joke 


The housewives suffer most. 


CABINET TALKS

Mr. Ben-Gurion’s talks with Mapam 
and General Zionist leaders on the 
formation of a new Coalition Govern- 
ment continued this week, but Ao agrec- 
ment has yet been reached 

Mapai leaders, while agrecing that 
there ts an urgent need to form a new 
Government immediately to deal with 
pressing problems, are opposed to speed- 
ing up the negotiations if this is hkely 
to hamper ecflorts to broaden the 
Coalition. 

The major difference between Mapai 
and Mapam is on forcign policy. Mapam 
is demanding, among other things, that 
financial aid from the United’ States 
should be rejected. The General Zionists, 
on the other hand. are demanding con- 
cessions on the home front. 

It is thought unlikely that the talks 
will be continued after this week-end.

£750,000 CAMPAIGN

NO MILK FOR ADULTS 
There is no fish. flour. or macaron 
Even the detested frozen fish fitiet Nas 


vanished, though some sardines appeared 
n shops this week. Bread is unrationed. 
but cakes are of poor quaimy and often 
inedible 

The monthly ration for adults is a 
kilo of fats. a half kilo of sugar, and 
a half kilo of meat. which, when obtain- 
able. consists mainiy of eristic. In addi- 
tion, adults receive two eggs. and chil- 
dren four egges, weekly. Vegetables and 
frum are also rationed. 


But because of the breakdown in dis- 
trrbution rations aré usually received 
lac. The August sugar ration, it was 


announced this week by the Ministry of 
Agricukure, will be a month late. The 
July supply of edible oi] was- distributed 
in August. And the July ration of mar- 
garine, it is optimistically stated, will be 
available on Monday—the delay in dis- 
iribution, it is said, was due to the 
shortage of wrapping paper. 

Other “ luxuries” are also promised 
by the Ministry. Each person will shorily 
receive SOO grammes (about 4 1b.) of 
tinned meat. as well as vegetables and 
preserves. And the Ministry is making 
arrangements to buy potatoes, tomatoes, 
and onions direct from the producers. 

The milk shortage will be cased this 
month by the distribution of a mixture 
of powdered and fresh milk, with a lower 
fat content Adults receive no milk 
at present. About 2,700 tons of sugar 
is expected shorily from Cuba to meet 
rationing arrears: and non-kasher tinned 
meat is on the way from Mexico. Ortho- 
dox Jews may obtain five or six eggs 
and 200 grammes of hve carp instead of 
tinned meat. 

There has been no meat for nearly a 
momh because supplies from Argentina 
have been cut heavily as a resukh of a 
drought, And it is officially announced 
that there will be no meat until Rosh 
Hashana. 

Black market prices have reached a 
new record. Meat s £4 a kilo, sugar 
£1 1%s. a kilo. potatoes 10s: a kilo, and a 
chicken about £5

TALAL PROCLAIMED KING 


AMMAN 


Jordan's. Crown Prince. 42-vear-old 
Emir Talal, was proclaimed King on 
Wednesday——47 days after the assassina- 


tion of his father. King Abdullah 

King Talal on Wednesday flew home 
from. Switzerland, where he had been 
recovermg trom a nervous breakdown. 
was accompanmed by his younge: 
brother, the Emir Naif, who had acted 
aS Regent im his absence. 

The proclamation was made in Amman 
after both Houses of the Jordanian Par- 
hamenmt had unanimously approved a 
Cabinet decision 

Ihe new ruler is the second King of 
Jordan—his father assumed power in 
Transjordan—as it was then known—aficr 
the First World War and became King 
alter the Second World War, when Britain 
surrendered the Mandate of his territory. 

King Talal was born in Mecca. He 
was educated privatcly in Amman until 
1927, when he joined the Arab Legion. 
He spent two years at Sandhurst Miliary 
Academy.—( Reuter) 


Sharifa Zain, wife of King Talal. has 
started legal proceedings for a divorce 
from her husband. reports the J.T.A. 
from Jerusalem. It will be remembered 
that Talal was sent to Switzerland for 
medical attention after atiacking his wife 
at the end of May.

Speaking on behalf of the = Israch 
tion Rabbi Dr. M. Nurok, whose 
family was exterminated by the Nazis, 
questioned the moral right of Germany 
to return to the family of nations ~ We 
must express grave doubt as to whether 
the participation of Germany in_ the 
work of the Union and at this conference 
ic in accordance wth the spirit and the 
letter of the Union's Statute,” said Dr. 
Nurok. 


MENTARY UNION 


The German delegate said he had 
come to the conference with the desire 
to co-operaic with all the nations repre- 
sented. He had earlier admitted thai the 
Jews had suffered more than other people 
from Hitlerism, but maintained that 
democratic Germany should not be held 
responsible for the crimes of Nazis. 

he Arab refugee problem was raised 
when the conference discussed a draft 
resolution which suggested that refugees 
be resettled permanently in their present 
places of residence. The Arab delegates, 
however, wahied the movion amended jo 
give refugees the right to return to their 
countries of origin. 

Delegates from Britain and Eire said 
it was impossible for Arab refugees to 
return to Israel. The problem could best

be solved, they said. by providing 
financial aid to assist the refugees to 
settle in the Arab States. The American 


delegates, who recenily visited the Arab 
refugee centres. while agrecing thai the 
refugees had a right to return to Israel, 
urged the Arabs to modify their demands 
and co-operate with other interested 
Parties in order to alleviate the sufferings 
of the refugees.

ORTHODOXY 


Adath Yisroel’s Role in 
Anglo-Jewry

“ We believe that the Adath Yisroel! is 
the Orthodox Kehilla of “Great Britain,” 
said Mr. H. A. Goodman, J.P., who pre- 
sided at the annual meeting of the Adath 
Yisroel Synagogue, held in the Lachowsky 
Hall, 126, Green Lanes, London, N.16, on 
‘Tuesday. 

Submitting the annual report, Mr. 
Goodman said that their existence as a 
community was important in the life and 
activities of world Orthodoxy. They 
believed in independent Orthodoxy, look- 
ing neither to the right nor the left. 
Orthodox Jewry to-day was confronted 
with the greatest difficukies in every 

uarter, because Anglo-Jewry was 
slowly moving towards the left. What 
the Adath Yisroel! did to-day would be 
reflected in Orthodox communities else- 
where. They were not a large com- 
munity, but they had an important mis- 
sion to fulfil. 


Secondary Schools’ Progress 


Rabbi Dr. S. Schonfeld, Presiding 
Rabbi, Union of Orthodox Hebrew Con- 
gregations, spoke of the good work of 
the Avigdor Jewish Secondary Schools, 
and said that they could now see that 
many of its pupils were participating in 
the Orthodox life of the community.

WOMEN DELEGATES TO 
RUSSIA 
Report on Conditions

Mrs. S.S. Silverman, Vice-Chairman ol 
the National Executive of the Zionist 
Women's Labour Organisation (Poale 
Zion) of Great Britain, the wife of Mr 
S. S. Silverman, Member of. Parhament 
for Nelson and Colne, was among the 
party of British women who have just 
returned from a three-weeks visit to the 
U.S.S.R., on the invitation of the Soviet 
Women's Anti-Fascist Committee to the 
British International Women’s Day Com- 
mittee 

Mrs. Silverman and two other Jewish 
members of the delegation—Dr,. B. 
son and Mrs. R.  Peckar—answered 
several questions concerning Soviet Jewry 
at a press conference organised by the 
delegation, at 45, Russell Square, W.C.1, 
on Wednesday. 

After some of the delegates had stated 
that the only reason why Russian citi- 
zens were reluctant to visit foreign coun- 
tries was their convyftion that they were 
not welcome there/ L asked whether 1 
was not a fact th rael had on several 
oceasions expa@ssed its welcome § to 
would-be emigrants from Soviet Russia, 
and that Russian Jews were prevented 
from emigrating only by the Soviet 
authorities. . Mrs. Silverman answered 
that “ Soviet Jews were not encouraged 
to emigrate to Israel, although some 
would like to do so.” 

Dr. Ibbetson quoted the Chief Rabbi 
of Moscow, Rabbi Shloime Schliefer, as 
having told her that only those Jews who 
did not enjoy equal rights in their native 
countries wanted to go to Israel. That 
did not apply to Soviet Jewry. 

The delegates had not seen any 
instuution Yiddish culture, and Mrs. 
Silverman stated that akhough she was 
very anxious to meet Iizik Fefer (the 
leading Yiddish writer and former 
Chairman of the dissolved Jewish Aniti- 
Fascist Committee in Moscow, who 
“disappeared together with several 
other Jewish leaders), she could not do 
so. She was told, Mrs. Silvermag said, 
that Fefer was in Riga. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE WAY OF RIGHTEOUSNESS 


“ Judges and officers shalt thou make 
thee in all thy gates . . . Justice, justice 
shalt thou follow.’ (Deut. xvi. 18-20.) 


HE vence of thought is strik- 

ing. First comes the injunction 

to appoint law courts and a 
police force; thereafter follows the 
precept to pursue the ideal of 
righteousness, “Ah!”, mocks the 
cynic, “how worldly-wise is the 
Torah! Were it not for the power 
of the judiciary, justice would no 
more than a pious figment of the 
imagination. Philosophers have 
developed their ethical systems ; 
prophets have preached in the name 
of the God of revelation. But self- 
interest has invariably been the key 
to human conduct.” 

Thus speaks the cynic; the 
politician and economist give ready 
consent ; and even the historian more 
often than not sees the pattern of 
human life as a materialistic design 
shaped by force. Yet Judaism, eternal 
witness to the Unseen, remains 
unshakably protestant. The future, it 
declares, les not with the law officer. 
The arbitrament of arms may succeed 
as a temporary measure; but the 
ultimate decision of history is deter- 
mined by other factors. There is a 
righteousness in world affairs which 
may not always be apparent in the 
fragment of time occupied by the 
human life-span. As the Divine Pur- 
pose is slowly but inexorably woven 
on the loom of eternity, a vast univer- 
sal justice is unfolded. Tsedck is seen 
to be more than the Vision Beautiful 
of saintly dreamers ; it is the ultimate 
reality of God's will. 


ET us now examine the Biblical 
ideal of righteousness more 
closely, and consider its practica- 
bility amid the stern actualities of the 
world we know. The Torah bids us 
pursue “justice, justice.” There are 
tremendous implications in the reitera- 
tion of the word. Tsédek rests on two 
foundations: one 1s the justice due to 
ourselves, the other is the right deal- 
ing we owe to others. The first ts 
ingrained within us as an instinct. The 
second is not yet an innate. intuitive 
human faculty. It demands vision, 
imagination, the capacity for. putting 


oneself in another's place. It calls for 
sympathetic insight, for generosity of 
heart. The time must come, however, 
when mankind will realise that the 
second Tsedek is the only security 
for the preservation of the first. For 
if justice is not accorded to all, it is 
eventually enjoyed by nonce. 

Nor is Tsedek to be understood 
narrowly. It implies that generosity of 
heart and deed which is expressed in 
the phrase lifnim mishurat ha-din— 
beyond the strictly legal boundary. 
There is no valid distinction in Jewish 
ideology between justice and love ; 
they are two aspects of the same 
virtue—truth crystallised as deed. 
Hence Tsedaka means not only 
righteousness but charity. 


AT present such ideals may seem a 

millennial hope. Our world 
remains largely a police world. The 
sequence of thought that gives priority 
to the appointment of judges and 
officers over the precept to follow 
justice is significant, but not in the 
cynics sense. It records a chrono- 
logical verity and points to the future 
goal—the road that the = spiritual 
education of man must take. In the 
early stages of human development 
man requires the deterrent of punish- 
ment in order to keep to the path of 
rectitude. At a higher level of ethical 
understanding we can dispense with 
the monitor of fear. Our conscience 
then becomes our sole guide. 

This is the great hope the Bible 
holds out to ws.. The day shall] yet 
come when our innate moral percep- 
tion, sensitive to the categorical 
imperative of the Divine word, shall 
suffice to lead us in the way of 
righteousness. Then love, not fear, 
will rule our social order; then 
civilised co-operation will replace the 
barbarism of war. The Torah visualises 
the entire Design of Providence, not 
the infinitesimal fraction that we call 
reality, and in this complete pattern 
man is seen not as a static being, but 
as an unfolding soul. He grows from 
his present primitive moral state to 
spiritual maturity, when the ideal and 
the actual approximate to the point 
of identity, and the will of God 
becomes the passionate choice of man.

By the verdict of 
the civil tnbunal of Altkirch that 
town 1s condemned to pay to the Jewish 
community of that place 600 frs., for 
reparation of the damage done to the 
synagogue On the nighis of February 
26 and 27, 1848; and 4,000 frs. for 
the injury done to the internal hitings, 
making in all 4,600 frs. As according 
to the term of the law this sum is 


doubled, the town will have to y 
9.200 frs. and the expenses. Th

A move to co-ordinate the work of 
small Jewish charity committees 
which organise gatherings on behalf 
of causes in Isracl and this country, 
was taken at a meeting which was 
held on Thursday of last weck at the 
Piccadilly Hotel, W.1. 

After a long discussion it was decided 
to elect the nucleus of an Executive 
Committee with a view to. such 
co-ordination. 

The meeting was convened by a group 
of people who are connected with some 
of the commitices. A preliminary meet- 
ing had been held recently, at which it 
was decided to issue ifvilations to repre- 
seniatives of these small commitices, 
Although about 40 people attended. the 
number of actual representatives of com- 
mittees prosemt was Only about four. 

Mr. George Rosenfeld, who presided, 
referred io the difficulties of raising 
money for charity. One the reasons 
was thal there were a dozén of cighicen 
commitices who went to practically the 
same. people to ask for money for some 
charity. Dealing with dances, he said 
they. found that on Saiurday nights one 
commitice “was fighting against the 
other vo sell tickets. Kt was the same 
with theatrical performances. 


| Support for Scheme 


Mr. Rosenfeld said that, given a 
strong organisation, he thought it would 
be possible to raise not £1,000 or £1,500 
per annum, as was being done by cach 
smal! committee, but, by hard work, 
£10,000 £20,000 a year. ' 

in the course of the discussion there 
was at first some Opposition by mem- 
bers of one commitice, but if was 
apparent that the scheme was finding 
increasing support. 

Mr. Gerald Blain, who had been 
prominent in initiating the idea, said that 
they did not want the comnmtices to lose

THE VANISHING DELINQUENT 


By CHARLES SOLOMON 


HE aftermath of war has brought 
with it a disturbing increase in 
juvenile delinquency among the 
general public, on which magistrates 
and other persons in authority have 
frequently commented. The phenom- 
enon, though regrettable, should occa- 
sion no great surprise: it is as natural 
and (one would think) inevitable a 
~ result of war as 
is physical and 
mental disable- 
ment or financial 
stringency. 
General evacua- 
tion caused a dis- 
location of family 
life. and the ab- 
sence of many 
fathers in the 
Forces entailed 
some slackening 
of parental discip- 
line. Religious ob- 
Mr. Louis Davidson servance too, par- 
(Chairman of Man- ticularly in so far 
agers, Hayes, as it centres jn the 
home, tended to be neglected. 
What is surprising Is not that there 
has been an increase jn juvenile delin- 
uency, but that Anglo-Jewry, so far 
from revealing any signs of this trend, 
has shown a marked decrease. An 
illustration of this is to be found at 
Finnart House, Weybridge (the suc- 
cessor to Hayes Industrial School), 
which this week celebrated its Golden 
Jubilee. Formed by Jews, with Jewish 
money, for the accommodation solely 
of Jewish boys under the age of 14, 
sent by juvenile courts to approved 
schools.. the hundred beds at Hayes 


influence of the Jewish religion and of 
Jewish family life guards our young 
against the grosser temptations of life. 
But the “holier than thou” attitude, 
in addition to revealing some measure 
of smugness, has its dangers. It leads 
to complacency, to the attitude of mind 
that encourages one to sit back and 
allow improvement to continue of its 
own momentum. 

At the beginning of the century 
pogroms a persecution in Europe 
had brought to this country a flood of 
Jewish ae fleeing from their 
oppressors ost of them were miser- 

abh poor, and ignorant of the English 
language. They lived in wretched con- 
ditions, exploited and half starved ; 
except that they were safe from 
physical molestation, in little better 
case than in the ghettoes they had left. 
Neither the national nor the Jewish 
social agencies were geared to deal 
with a problem of these dimensions. 
And the tree of poverty inevitably 
bears its crop of crime. 


Years of Stabilisation 


After the First World War work was 
more plentiful, the newcomers had 
learnt the English language, and were 
becoming integrated into the British 
way of life. They were “at home,” or 
as much at home as any Jew can be in 
the circumstances. More important still, 
an immense organisation of Jewish 
social service had come into being, 
actively supported in. many Cases by 
those very immigrants (or their chil- 
dren) who had suffered from the lack 
of it twenty years before. 

It is frequently forgotten that it is 


were always occupied by Jewish lads.only within the lifetime of many of us

and in 1919 it was found necessary to 
open another Jewish Reformatory (for 
older boys) at Park House, Hayes. 
To-day. of the 63 boys at Finnart House 
only 8 are Jews, and Montefiore House, 
a similar home for girls, has been 
closed——this at a time when approved 
schoals for girls had a _ six-months 
waiting list, 

How are we to explain this marked 
decrease in juvenile delinquency among 
Jews at a time when the youth in the 
general community shows a trend in 
the opposite direction? One may be 
inclined to lay to one’s soul the flatter- 
ing unction that we are better than 
those of another faith, that the 


that the majority of our great charit- 
able and educational bodies have come 
into existence. Certainly the Jewish 
Board of Guardians, to which Jewish 
children, both delinquent and other- 
wise, owe so much, was founded in 
1859. But the Jews’. Temporary 
Shelter saw the light only in 1885, and 
the Jewish Lads’ Brigade in 1895. 
Even so far as regards the few Jewish 
delinquents who remain, the treatment 
and care given to them 1s to-day a very 
different matter from what it was fifty 
years ago.

FINNART HOUSE SCHOOL JUBILEE

in 1902. Every one of the “ inmates ° 
(clearly that is the right word) is clad 
in a uniform that at a glance stamps 
him as a “reformatory boy.” To-day 
there is nothing in their clothing, and 
little in their treatment, to distinguish 
them from pupils at any of our great 
English public schools. 

Years ago the stress was on work by 
the boys for the production of saleable 
articles ; to-day it js on character for- 
mation—even more than on academic 
achievement. There is a ™ house 
system ” for sports, and the individual 
boy is encouraged to work for points 
for his house rather than for the 
acquisition of a cup for himself. 
Pocket-money is given, and may vary 
from as much as 2s. 6d. a week for the 

“top boy” to as little as twopence a 
‘dak for the lad who has yet to prove. 
his mettle. 


Loyal “ Old Boys” 


As a result of this new and enlight- 
ened training. some thousand or more 
boys have left Finnart House and Hayes 
“on licence "-—many of them to make 
no unworthy mark in the world. It is, 
I think, symptomatic that of the “ old 
boys " hardly any have ever shown any 
shame at having come from what used 
to be called a “ reformatory school.” 
On the contrary, they have in the 
majority of cases shown a quite touch- 
ing pride and loyalty to their alma 
mater. It is rarely that an “ open day ” 
at Finnart does not find one or more of 
them, happy to renew old acquain- 
tances, and offering to provide a cup, 
a prize, or some sort of treat for the 
“new boys ” who have now taken their 
places. 

That one of our communal institu- 
tions should, to a large extent, have 
lost its raison d étre would not normally 
be a matter for congratulation. In 
the case of Finnart House it is so.

CREATOR OF THE CONGRESS HALL 


By the Hon. EDWIN SAMUEL, C.M.G. 


HE Zionist Congress Hall in 
Jerusalem has received much 
favourable notice. Hs adapta- 
tion for Congress purposes is in excel- 
lent taste ; the Hall itself has a breath- 
taking grandeur. Over £500,000 has 
already been s & ay on the project— 
nearly all rai n Israel itself. The 
man behind all this is Alexander FEzer. 
better known by his former name of 
Evserov. 
Ezer is a born promoter. In 1923 
he founded the 
Mishar ve Taasia 


(Trade and In- 
dustry) Associa- 
tion in Tel Aviv. 
It had its own 
journal in 
Hebrew. later 
also in English, 
and its own per- 
manent show- 
rooms. Ussishkin 


called Ezer, and, 
® as a friend of 
this family, 
begeed him not 
to be so Quixo- 
tic, as there was 
no future and no need in Palestine 
for industry. As a matter of fact, all 
the 16 factories in Palestine that par- 
ticipated in Ezer’s first industrial 
exhibition had a fotal labour force of 
only 300 men. 

Money is no problem to Ezer. In 
typical Russian-Jewish fashion, he 
decides on expenditure and then raises 
the revenue td match it. The Mishar 
ve Taasia journal was started with a 
promissory note for £25, signed by a 
friend, and ran for 11 years. The 
English edition is still running. Nor 
is Ezer daunted by unexpected dis- 
asters. When he fled from Russia to 
China in 1920 with an accumulated 
fortune of 300,000 roubles he found 
that the Bolsheviks had devaluated 
the rouble to such an extent that his 
fortune was worth only £8. He crossed 
the Gobi Desert by camel in 17 days,

and eventually made his way to 
Shanghai, earning his living by lec- 
turing on Russian poetry. From 


Shanghai, a year later, he managed to 
get to Palestine on a freighter, spend- 
ing two and a half months on the 


‘journey. 


Inspired by Russian Zionism 


What is the mainspring of Ezer’s 
activity ? It is that-somewhat out- 
moded thing-——Russian Zionism. Ezer, 
now 56 years old, came from an 
assimilated upper-class family in 
Petrograd, where his father managed 
an insurance company. But FEzer 
saw the light of Zion as a boy of 13, 
and, when he was admitted to the 
Petrograd University, helped to form 
the Hehaver Zionist Students’ Union. 
When his post-graduate studies took 
him to Tomsk University, in Siberia, 
the whole vast field of Siberia became 


his playground. He. was elected 
Chairman of the West Siberian 
Jewish Organisation, and a member 


of the Siberian Parliament, then under 
White Russian control. But when 


the Bolsheviks recaptured Siberia, 
Ezer left, and organised a Zionist 
movement among the 60,000 Jewish 
refugees in China. After Siberia and 
China, Palestine seemed microscopic. 
No wonder FEzer’s work in such a 
narrow space took on an explosive 
intensity. To-day he is Israel's atom 
b. 


A typical Russian, Ezer lives in a 
whirl of utter confusion. He knows 
no hours. He is all in favour of 
delegating authority to his assistants, 
provided that they clearly understand 
that he will do all the work himself. 
If he had two heads, four arms, and 
four legs; if there were 48 hours in 
the day. if he could go indefinitely 
without food and without sleep; if 
he could be in two places at once, 
he would still fret. Time is his prob- 
lem. Even when he was still at 
school he managed to attend univer- 
sity lectures at night for two years 
and got straight away into the univer- 
sity’s third-year class. He is still run- 
ning at that speed, 


Thriving on Opposition 


A lawyer by training and a jour- 
nalist by profession, Ezer is at heart 
still a poet (and, in Russian, a good 
onc) He is a man of faith and 
imagination with which he intoxicates 
himself and all those who come into 
contact with him. He ‘positively 
enjoys obstacles: they are meat and 
drink to him. Without opposition he 
fecls uneasy. Israe! is thus his ideal 
habitat : for official obstruction is his 
chief opponent. He admittedly takes 
tremendous risks, but, unlike most 
promoters, he invariably pulls off his 
coups. He operates in millions, but 
is never bankrupt. At the last 
moment he always produces some- 
thing out of the hat, with a delighted 
chuckle. In a land of miracles, he is 
the chief miracle-maker. 

Ezer is a one-man band. Neverthe- 
less, he is a modest man and blows 
no trumpet of his own. It is the idea 
that matters to him, not himself... Now 
he is involved in the biggest under- 
taking of his career—-the Congress 
Hall, and the whole series of inter- 
national events connected with it-—the 
“ Conquest of the Desert” Exhibition 
in 1952, the International Music Fes- 


tival in 1953, the Exhibition of the 
Book in 1954. Exhibitions are in his 
blood. It was he who organised the 


great Levant Fair in Tel Aviv in 1934, 
with 2,200 participating firms from 36 
countries, and 600,000 visitors. It was 
he who organised most of the Pales- 
tinian exhibitions abroad between 1924 
and 1948. The influence of these exhibi- 
tions on the industrial development 
of Palestine—especially that in Cairo 
during the Second World War-—has 
been incalculable. 

Now Ezer is determined to put the 
city of Jerusalem back on the map.

RESOLUTIONS 


Plan to Establish 500 Settlements 


From our Special Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 

Below are a number of resolutions 
which the 23rd World Zionist Con- 
gress passed at its final sessions. 
Other resolutions were published in 
last week's Jewish CHRONICLE. 

The motions dealing with agricultural 
settlement were adopted unanimously. 
After paying homage to the heroic and 
decisive réle of the settlements in repel- 
ling the Arab invaders during Israel's 
war of liberation, Congress called for the 
establishment in the near future of 500 
new settlemenis, accommodating alto- 

ther 50,000 new landed families. Thus, 
sracl’s food-growing will keep pace with 
the rising population, which is expected 
to reach the two-million mark within 
three years. 

An carnest appeal was addresed to 
Jewish youth in Israel and abroad to 
form a large reserve “ Pioneer Army” 
for colon'sation. Diaspora Jews were 
asked to contribute money and tech- 
nicians, and old-established Israeli farmers 
to provide guidance for new settlers. 
The urgent need for colonising strategic 
hilly regions along the frontier was 
stressed, and special attention was 
directed to the opportunities for devel 
ing the Negev by irrigation and nem 
lishing a tishermen’s moshav at Elath. 
on the Red Sea. Amid applause 
from the American delegates, Congress 
declared every Jew free to choose the 
type of settlement he likes best. 


Oriental Immigrants Praised 


The Absorpiion Committee's resolutions 
were adopted unanimously. After 
noting appreciatively the absorption of 
670,000 immigrants since the creation of 
the Siate, the resolution called for the 
continuance of the practice of setting up 
maabarot and the liquidation of the 
remaining camps Where immigrants lived 
in compulsory idleness. Housing and other 
priorities were recommended for immi- 
grants willing to. settl in_ specified 
uninhabiued or sparsely inhabited areas in 
Galilee, the Negev. and the environs of 
Jerusalem. 

Oriental immigrants came in for special 
praise for settling empty spaces, and the 
Jewish Agency was asked to provide more 
spacious dwellings to accommodate Orien- 
tal Jews who have exceptionally large 
families. Measures to overcome the acute 
housing shortage were called for. Con- 
gress expressed admiration for the work 
of Malben-——jointly run by the American 
Joint Distribution Committee and the 
Jewish Agency—for physically disabled 
people and social misfits. he Jewish 
Agency was instructed to accord housing 
and other priorities to veteran Diaspora 
Zionist leaders in Israel. 

Dealing with Youth Aliya, Congress 


ressed gratification at the absorption 
of 50,000 unaccompanied childgen. The 
Zionist pioneering aim of Youth Aliya 
was specified as “ settlement in areas of 
strategic importance on the outposts and 
along the frontiers,’ as well as in old- 
established communities. Drawing atten- 
tion to the Youth Aliya Department's 
critical financial situation, Congress 
appealed to all organisations and indi- 
viduals to help to raise its budget by 

per cent, and women’s ionist 

organisations were asked to allocate at 
least 30 per cent of their income to the 
department. 

he Aliya Committee obtained Con- 
gress approval for a plan of the Depart- 
ment for Middle East Jewry to open a 
network of educational-social enterprises 
in the gheitoes. The recommendation was 
also made that Oriental Jews be given 
official appointments to help in the work 
of absorption of their fellow-Jews. 

Congress demanded the establishment 
of Zionist youth centres throughout the 
world and, without nam'ng Patwa, asked 
that a similar organisation for the recruit- 
ment of professional and technical 
workers be set up in various Diaspora 
countries. A minimum budget. of 
£1,000,000—a sum three times greater 
than any previously allocated for Hecha- 
lutz—-was voted by Congress. 


Education in Diaspora 


Congress adopted the 1951-1952 pro- 
gramme of the Committee for Educa- 
ion and Culture in the Diaspora, pro- 
viding for the training of Diaspora 
teachers both in Jerusalem and abroad, 
sending Isracli teachers out to the 
Diaspora, publicaton of aid books for 
teachers, establishment of model educa- 
tiona! institutions in various centres of 
the Diaspora, stimulation of public 
interest and the subsidising of, 
Hebrew day schools, supplying Hebrew 
textbooks, organising Hebrew summer 
camps, publication of periodicals and 
books for children. and organisation of 
Hebrew courses for adults through 
broadcasts, exhibiiions, etc. 

Congress authorised the World Zionist 
Organisation to make a joint effort with 
the Siate of Israel to establish in various 
parts of the world “ institutes for Israeli 
cukure.” 

The World Zionist Organisation's 
Department for Education and Culture 
in the Diaspora. whose budget has pot 
been fixed, will grant £400,000 to Brit 
Ivrit Olamit in appreciation of its activi- 
ties for the promowuon of the Hebrew 
language. 

At the closing session of Congress, Mr. 
Locker paid a tribute to Professor Selig 
Brodetsky, who is out of the Executive 
for the first time in 23 years through 
ill-hea ith. 
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EGYPT AND BRITAIN 
Another Harriman 
_ Mission ? 
By our Diplomatic Correspondent 


In spite of some last-minute warn- 
ings by highly placed Egyptian poli- 
ticians in touch with the more con- 
servative Palace circles, it is believed 
in London that the Wafd Government 
will carry out its proclaimed intention 
to denounce Anglo-Egyptian 
Treaty. The date chosen for this 
demonstration—September 17-—has 
been fixed to coincide with the 
Ottawa conference of Atlantic Pact 
Foreign Ministers, which opens on 
September 15. It is inten to dis- 
play Egypt's independence at a 
moment when plans must be shaped 
for the Middle East defence organisa- 
tion. 

There are those among Mr, Morrison's 
advisers who hold to view that the 
threatened repudiation of the Treaty ts 
a meaningless gesture which should not 
be taken seriously. Legally, no one- 
sided repudiation is possible. From the 
psychological poim of view such an 
action will satisfy Egyptian public 
opinion and thus make it easier for the 
Wafd Government to negotiate a slightly 
amended treaty afterwards. | 
the prevailing view when Mr. Morrison 
left for his Norwegian holiday. [It is 
still. held in those quarters where u is 
believed that Egypi will eventually enter 
a Middle East defence organisation 
headed by the United Sates, on condi- 
uon that its status is similar to that of 
Turkey. On this view, both sides are 
simply mancuvring for position. 


Critical Period 


If this reading is accepted, i is clear 
that the critical period lies between the 
middic of September and the end of 
October, when the Rome conference of 


Atlantic Pact representatives will put 
the finishing touches to Middle Eastern 
defence planning. At some stage 


between these two dates the Egyptians 
must decide whcther they “want to 
play.” Moreover, they must reckon with 
ihe ssibility of an autumn. election 
in this country, which might bring 
the Conservatives in and thus reduce the 
chances of further blackmailing tactics. 
Whatever else a Tory Government may 
do, * is not likely to appease Egypt. 
But the same ca'culation also operates 
in Whitchall: ts thought that the Egyp- 
tiams are secretly afraid of missing the 
boat, and i is calculated that at the very 
last minute they will come round 

Against this view there is the mounting 
evidence that the Wafd Governmen: his 
decided to break completely with Britain. 
This is supported by Egyptian intransi- 
gence over the Suez Canal issue and by 
this week's Arab League meeting in 
Cairo, where the other Arab countries 
followed Egypt's lead in intensifying the 
economic campaign against Israel. 

kt seems reasonalWy certain that if 
Egypt repudiates the Treaty it can count 
on Soviet support, even to the extent of 
the veto, if i¢ defies the Security Council 
over the Suez Canal resolution. Con- 
versely, the threat to seek Soviet aid is 
now being used by the Egyptians—not 
sO much here as in Washingion—as a 
means to split the Western front. It is 
sili thought in Cajro that the Americans 
will come reund if they feel that Britain 
is “ driving Egypt into Russia's arms.” 
There would then be another Harriman 
mission.

THE INCONCLUSIVE CONGRESS 
From MAURICE CARR 


_ JERUSALEM 

The 23rd World Zionist Congress, 
recently held in Jerusalem, ended 
inconclusively. It might have ended 
disastrously. 

major Zionist crisis was not so 
much provoked, as revealed, by discus- 
sion of the seemingly innocuous “ Jeru- 
salem proqromne. which was designed 
to super: the Basle Programme. 

When the Congress opened, most dele- 
gates knew and approved of the general 
terms of the Jerusalem Programme. 
There was universal agreement on two 
fundamental points: first, that with the 
establishmem of the Jewish State, 
Zionism had attained, if not overshot, 
the objective marked out for it at the 
Basle Congress of 1897; secondly, that 
so long as the State of Israel remained 
in a precarious condition the mainten- 
ance of a strong Zionist Movement was 
an imperative need. An aimless Move- 
ment being an absurd concept, all 
Zionists conceded that a new aim would 
have to be formulated for the new 
Zionism. 

American Leaders’ Warning 


The formula submitted to Congress on 
behalf of the Executive of the World 
Zionist Organisation did not at first 
excite any controversy. It spoke of the 
“ingathering of the exiles into Eretz 
Yisrael and the sirengihening of the 
State of Israel.” The Israch Zionisis 
were happy about it. The American 
Zionists were not unhappy—until spokes- 
men like Mr. Eliahu Dobkin, head of the 
Jewish Agency’s Organisation Depart- 
ment in Jerusalem, made it abundantly 
clear that American Jews were definitely 
counted among the exiles to be gathered 
in. Till then, the American delegates 
had thought that the term “ exiles ” 
applied to persecuted Jews, to Jews in 
Oriental’ lands, to Jews im Eastern 
Europe, to Jews even in Western Europe, 
indeed to Jews anywhere under the sun 
except in the United States of America. 

A dramatic struggle ensued in the 
fundamental Problems Committee. 
Responsible American leaders ‘declared 
that if the Jerusalem Programme were 
pushed through, organised Zionism in 
the United States would be wrecked, and 
Isracl would be deprived in the 
immediate future of the indispensable 
financial aid now furnished by American 
Zionism. “Do not put the clock . back 
to 1897,” pleaded a Hadassah woman 
leader, “It may be possible to build 
up a new American Zionism on the ruins 
of the old, but the reconstruction 
process, even if it were to succeed, would 
take years.” 

These warnings may have been mere 
talking-points. But Dr. Nahum Gold- 
mann, the Congress President, refused 
to risk calamity. He proposed a com- 
promise which, while. it pleased no one, 
was accepted by all: Zionism was given 
a “task” to get on with, and its ulti- 
mate aim was for the time being left in 
abeyance. 


Meritorious Failure 


In so far as the Jerusalem Congress 
was unable io proclaim what Zionism 
stands for afier the creation of the 
Jewish State, it must be adjudged a 
failure. But ™ was a meritorious failure 
in that it threw a penetrating light on 
the unsuspected Soothe of 
antagonistic feeling between the Zionist 
leaders of Israel and of America, and, 
wuhout aciually causing a rupture 
between the two most important Jewish 
communities in the world to-day, showed 
how easily such a tragedy might come 
about through imprudence. 

What are their differences? The 
Israeli atittude—-shared by the Prime 
Minister, Mr. Ben-Gurion, with the great 
mass of his Israeli citizens, and forcibly 
slated at the Congress—may, in all fair- 
ness, be summarised “ Two 
thousand years of history have sufficed 
to convince us, Israch Jews, that so long 
as Jews live as minorities in dispersion, 
in @xile, so long will they be the victims 
of discrimination and, sooner or later, of 
outright persecution. We believe that 
the me has come for a radical solution, 
one way or the other, of the Jewish 
question. One solution is a defeatist 
negation of Jewishness, loss of identity, 
total assimilation. The other solution 
is the positive one of Zionism, of the 
return to Zion, of concentrating the 
greater part of Jewry in the Jewish 
homeland. 

“ Therefore he who calls himself a 
Zionist must prepare himself and his 
children for ultimate, if not immediate, 
settlement in Israel. He must be ready 
to come whenever he is summoned, even 
at the sacrifice of Galut fleshpots. 

“ To-day it is a matter of life and 
death for Israel to be enriched with a 
mass immigration from civilised Western 
countries, to counterbalance the inflow 
of primitive people from the Arab lands. 
We address ourselves in particular to 
American Zionists, Kt is all very well 
for you to organise aid for us at bril- 
liant banquets. We Israelis are fightin 
a desperate battle in the front-line of 
Zionism, we need reinforcements, and if 
you consider yourselves Zionists then 
you cannot, you must not; stay out of 
the front-line... .”

wam to do all in our power to 
Isracl until is able io stand 
own feet, is capable of defending isclf 
against’ Arab neighbours, and has 
gathered in all Galut Jews who suffer 
persecution. But we cannot accept the 
thesis that the United States is not the 
eternal home of a great Jewish com. 
munity who are completely secure against 
amisemitieom. The American Constitnu- 
tion and the country’s unique muhi- 
national composition are our shield. We 
shall send you such reinforcemenis as 
we can muster, but they will be volun- 
teers, not conscripts. You have no claim 
whatever to our manpower. and if you 
iell us we are not worthy of calling our- 
selves Zionists, then you foolishly under- 
mine American Zionism, the main prop 
of the Jewish State to-day... .~ 

It was undoubtedly a good thing that 
the Jerusalem Congress deferred judg- 
ment on this great issue, which jis of 
intimate concern to all Jews everywhere, 
whether they be pro-Zionist, pro-Isracl, 
non-Zionist, anti-Zionist, or even—and 
the phenomenon exists—anti-Jewish. 

The Jerusalem Congress has ended, but 
the debate has hardly begun, and the 
last word will, as usual, rest with the 
imponderables of history.

The Ichud delegates proposed that 
another Comptroller be appointed 
temporarily until the committee met im 
six months’ time: Mizrachi wanted Dr.

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CHURCH PROPERTY 
IN ISRAEL 


Agreement with Lutheran 
Federation 


From JON KIMCHE 


Negotiations for the Israehi 
ment's first concordat have been pro- 
ceeding here for some time and have 
now been concluded between the State 
of Isract and the Lutheran World 
Federation. Discussions which started 
with bitterness and acrimony in public 
here 18 months ago have now 
on a note of mutual good will and 
understanding, as a result of patient 
negotiation and the removal of a 
fundamental misunderstanding. 

The issuc of the property of the 
Lutheran World Federation in Isracl was 
first raised im a communication to the 
UN. Trusteeship Council by the Director 
of the Commission of the Churches on 
International Affairs, Mr. O. Nolde. 

Mr. Francis B. Sayre, the United States 
representative, supported this claim. He 

ted out that much of the wrovery 
ad been requisitioned by the Brit 
Mandatory authorities as enemy property 
at the outbreak of the Sec Wortd 
War because it was registered in the name 
of the German Lutheran Church. Subse- 
quently, the Isracli Government had taken 
it over. He proposed that it should be 
returned to us rightful owners. 


Israchii Opposition 


This brought a bitter protest from Mr. 
Aubrey Eban, the Itsrach representative 
on the Trusteeship Council. He said that 
while German property in the United 
States and Britain had been formally 
taken over, it was proposed that Israel, of 
all countries, should be more lenient than 
were the proposers of the resolution. 

Needless to say. it also caused a storm 
of protest in the tsrach press and public 
opmion. The sum involved was said at 
the time to be $30,000,000 dollars— 
$20,000,000 im Israc! and $10,000,000 in 
Arab Palestine. 

The matter was accordingly allowed to 
rest to allow a diplomatic cooling down. 
The next step by the Lutheran World 
Federation was more tactful. Last sum- 
mer the Federation sent Mr.‘ charles Lutz 
io start prelimmnary discussions with the 
Israch authorities. They could not have 
sent a better man ‘Consal” Latz, as 
he had become affectionately known to 


. thousands of Jews. was Swiss Consul in 


Budapest at the time when the Nazi 
round-up of Jews was under way. 
Through his intervention and his initia- 
tive over 30,000 Budapest Jews were 
saved. 

He was understandably persona grata 
with the Israch Government and he set 
himself to brine about a friendly and 
agreed settlement. His first task was to 
convince the Isracli Government and 
public that the property at stake was not 
really German, but had merely, as a 
— of haba and convenience, been 

egistered in the name of the German 
Lutheran Church. He succeeded in prov- 
ing to the Isracli Government's satisfac- 
tion that not more than ten per cent of 
the property was actually German; the 
remainder belonecd roughly in equal 
parts to the Swiss and to the United 
States Lutheran communities. 


Talks with Russians 


This removed the main obstacle to the 
conclusion of an agreement. Last month, 
Mr. Luiz and Dr. Habicht, 

Lutheran World Federation, began the 

final sta of negotiations with Dr. 
Chaim admon, the Admmistrator- 
General of the Israeli Ministry of Justice. 

An agreement was drafied which sow 
awaits only the signature of the American 
section of the Lutheran Federation. It 
is expected this week-end. The original 
Lutheran claim in the formal talks was 
nothing like the figure of $20,000,000 
mentioned last year. It was a tentative 
£5,000,000 ; and this has been reduced in 
the course of negot ations to considerably 
under £1,000,000. 

The Lutherans have, however, valuable 
p y in Jerusalem and Nazareth. But 
more important than the minute 
details of the agreement is the spirit of 
mutual tolerance and good will in which 
it hag been concluded. 

Two Sovie: representatives of the 
Orthodox Church are in Jerusalem to 

repare the case of the Orthodox Church 
for a similar concordat. But here the 
issues are extremely involved. The total 
value of Orthodox Church aS in 
Israel has been estimated by 
to be $200,000,000.

The resolution, submitted jointly by 
Britain, Belgium, India, Uruguay, and the 
United States, also asked the Assembly 
to reconsxicr its previous decision to have 
civil and political rights, and economic. 
social, and cukural rights, in the same 
Convention. 

After a brief debate on the report of 
the International Refugee Organisation— 
probably the last te be submitted, as the 
Organisation is to be dissolved ai the end 
of the year—a resolution containing 
words of praise, unusual in a U.N. docu- 
ment, Was approved in spite of the oppo-. 
sition of the Communist delegates 

In his report Mr. J. Donald Kingsley, 
the Director-General of the I1.R.0., said 
that the task of the Organisation was very 
nearly completed. Since July 1, 1947, 
more than 1,500,000 refugces and dis- 

persons had been actively assisicd 

y the Organisation and nearly 1,000,000 
of them had been established in ncw 
homes in new countries.

Husseini, described at the trial 
as the “brains of the conspiracy,” Was, 
before the war, an enthusiastic supporter 
of a scheme io create a Pan- a 
Umon of Arabs and Jews m the 
dominating the casicrn and soul 
Mediterranean and parts of the Red Sea. 
As a student at London University before 
the war, Hussemj addressed several Jewish 
mectings on the desirability of Arab-

took part in debates with several well- 
kaown British Zionists on the Palestine 
problem 

Husseini, a Doctor of Philosophy of 
Berlin University, later modified his 
liberal attitude, and. durine the Second 
World War, joined the cx-Mufti's party 
and escaped io Germany. In 1945, he 
was arresied by the Allies and deporied 
to ‘the Seychelles Islands. He returned 
to Palestine and took part im the Arab- 
Jewish fighting.

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NANCING JEWISH 
SCHOOLS 


IN a group characterised by so many 
variations of environment and inclination 
as is the Anglo-Jewish community, con- 
formity to a single educational pattern 
cannot be expected, and widely differing 
standards of achievement will be set. At 
the recent annual meeting of the Liberal 
Jewish Synagogue it was cited as a matter 
of pride that there were 140 children 
attending the once-a-week religion classes 
of that very numerous congregation; else- 
where three sessions a week is regarded as 
the irreducible minimum; while there is a 
weighty body of opinion which, having 
regard to the corpus of religious knowledge 
which every Jew ought to inherit, and to the 
desirability of not imposing out-of-school 
burdens on our children, has fixed as its 
goal the establishment of a chain of Jewish 
day schools. The field of Jewish education, 
in view of the need to maintain our Judaism, 
is One in which the minimalists of our com- 
munity have exercised too much sway, and 
with specious arguments against “ segre- 
gation " have done much to confuse what is 
simply an endeavour to find the best means 
of teaching Judaism to Jewish children. 
Nevertheless, there has been noticeable 
during the past few years a welcome revival 
of interest in the Jewish day school.. During 
the inter-war years the older Jewish volun- 
tary schools, which came into being a 
century or more ago, seemed to be irretriev- 
ably on the decline. The war (whether 
necessarily or otherwise it is idle now to 
speculate) gave the coup de grdce to four 
out of the six London Jewish elementary 
schools, including the most famous of them, 
the Jews’ Free School, whose services in 
educating several generations of Jewish 
children should have made its suspension, let 
alone its extinction, impossible to contem- 
plate. Nothing has been done to revive 
these schools. 


In the provinces steps forward have 
already been taken. An air raid rendered 
unusable the buildings of the Manchester 
Jews’ School, but, unlike its London counter- 
parts, it continued to operate from other 
premises. Unexpectedly it was offered this 
year the opportunity of building on a new 
site, well suited to the present-day require- 
ments of Manchester Jewry. The local 
community immediately rose to its oppor- 
tunity. A good part of the necessary funds 
was promptly raised, and within a matier 
of months it was possible to lay the founda- 
tion-stone. The neighbouring Liverpool 
community has been less fortunate. Already 
during the war the managers of the Liver- 
pool Hebrew Schools foresaw the possibility 
of building new premises, and an appeal for 
funds was launched against the time when 
operations could begin. Although a site has 
been allocated, and although the school's 
present cramped surroundings are a source 
of great difficulty, current restrictions have 
made it impossible to start building. 


The managers of the Metropolitan volun- 
tary schools have not yet shown their hand, 
though it is known that the utilisation of the 
trust funds in their keeping has been the 
subject of discussion by the London Board 
of Jewish Religious Education. In the 
meantime a new element has been making 
itself felt—the rise of Jewish primary and 
secondary schools established more or less 
by private enterprise. The main group in 
this category, the Jewish Secondary Schools 
Movement, which owes. its existence to the 
initiative and single-minded devotion of the 
late Rabbi Victor SCHONFELD, has passed 
its Silver Jubilee. Established without 
encouragement from the existing educational 
authorities, the continuance of the Jewish 
Secondary Schools has required many a feat 
of improvisation, Rabbi Dr... SOLOMON 


FI 


SCHONFELD, who took over this with other 
branches of his father’s work, occupies the 
dual and, as may be thought, anomalous 
position of “ Principal” and “ Chairman of 
Governors.” By now the Movement has 
proved itself and must be reckoned with in 
any plans which are laid for Jewish educa- 
tion in the Metropolis. It is a pity that the 
Jewish Secondary Schools Movement has no 
connections with the London Board of 
Jewish Religious Education. There would 
seem to be no good reason for its dissocia- 
tion from the educational organisation 
representing the majority of the community: 
we certainly hope that it is not dictated by 
any of the tortuous politics arising out of 


the relations of the United Synagogue and 


the Union of Orthodox Hebrew Congrega- 
tions. Whatever be the reason, we trust 
that none of the bodies concerned will keep 
the others at arm's length when laying plans 
for the future. 

It should not be thought that the trustees 
of the funds of the defunct Jewish non- 
provided schools should hand them over to 
other organisations before satisfying them- 
selves about details of their constitution and 
finances which may at the moment be 
obscure. Nevertheless, the trustees must 
consider whether the educational require- 
ments of the community would not best be 
met by applying these funds towards the 
erection of primary schools which, among 
other things, will feed the secondary schools 
now in being. Why it is that the Metropolis 
appears to be less advanced than the 
provinces is not obvious. What is clear is 


that schools, and the funds to run them, . 


are urgently needed, and the community is 
entitled to be assured that moneys which 


could be put to good use are not iying idle. 


THE SUEZ CANAL 


THE Security Council's resolution on the 
Suez Canal will be warmly welcomed by all 
those who desire to see a strengthening 
of the authority of the United Nations. 
Egypt's unlawful interference with shipping 
has been going on for far too long, and 
Great Britain’s initiative in bringing this 
matter before the Security Council and of 
securing the passage of the resolution con- 
demning Egypt's action must be regarded, as 
Mr. Earn, the Israeli Minister in London, 
said, as strengthening peace and safety in the 
Middle East. The resolution contained not 
only a negative condemnation of Egypt's 
action but it also demanded that the -restric- 


tions on the passage of international com- . 


mercial shipping and goods through the 
Suez Canal, wherever bound, should end, tHe 
cessation of all interference with such ship- 
ping beyond that essential to the safety of 
shipping in the Canal itself, and the obser- 
vance of the international conventions in 
force. The resolution, which was fostered 
by the United States, Great Britain, and 
France, was also supported, significantly, by 
Turkey among other members of the 
Security Council. The Soviet Union, India, 
and China, each for reasons which had 
nothing to do with the merits of the matter 
in dispute, abstained from voting. No 
opposition vote was cast, and the Egyptians’ 
hope that Russia would use its veto proved 
in the event to be illusory. 


In the minds of those who are concerned 
with the maintenance of international law 
and respect for international agreements, 
there can be no doubt that the Security 
Council was entirely right in adopting this 
resolution. The extraordinary complexity of 
international relationships is, however, 
demonstrated by the fact that the States of 
the Arab League meeting in Cairo this week 
have unanimously supported the attitude of 
Egypt, which has declared that it will flout 
the Security Council's resolution. The Arab 
States, all of which, except Jordan, are 
members of the United Nations, see in the 
resolution not a strengthening of the forces 
of international law but an alignment of the 
Western Powers in support. of Israel, with 
whom they still consider themselves at war. 
In consequence their reaction to the Security 
Council's resolution has been a unanimous 
declaration that they intend by all means in 
their power to strengthen the boycott against 
Israel, and inferentially therefore to assert 
that peace is not their objective. 

It is thus apparent that the Security 
Council's resolution by itself will achieve 
little. Its importance lies principally in 
the fact that it has brought the United 
Nations face to face with the Arab nations’ 


determination, to . continue . the, state. of. 


hostility against Israel, which is one of the 
primary irritants in the whole Middle 
Eastern situation. And the Powers are also 
faced with the open defiance of the Arab 
States, which they cannot allow to go 
unchallenged if they wish to preserve any 
semblance of authority in the world. While 
the Soviet Union cunningly abstained from 
voting on the resolution and thus has 
allowed itself to come in at a later stage on 
whichever side it chooses, the Western 
Powers are committed to a policy of obliging 
Egypt to open the Suez Canal to shipping 
and thereby of breaking the boycott. It is, 
however, by no means clear what action will 
be taken to enforce this declaration. In any 
event, the already precarious Middle Eastern 
situation, with its many complications, shows 
no signs of improving. In Persia, Dr. 
Moussapexk .is exhibiting further marks of 
intransigence, which are likely to bring the 
oil dispute with Britain to a head. And in 
Jordan the consequences of the proclamation 
of the Emir TaLat as King will be watched 
with some anxiety until it is apparent that his 
return to his country is not going to produce 
further disturbances. 


REVOLT 


THERE is a phenomenon not unknown on 
the stage of an envy-ridden lesser actor 
attempting, by exaggeration or other means, 
to attract public attention to himself at the 
expense of the star players. It is in some 
such light as this that one must regard Mr. 
MENACHEM BEGIN, who recently wrote a 
book in Israel which has been translated into 
English and is published to-day in London by 
W. H. Allen & Co., Ltd., at 18s., under the 
title of “ The Revolt.” Mr. BeGin was the 
“ Commander ’.of the notorious Irgun Zvai 
Leumi, at whose door can be laid the respon- 
sibility for a great number of the terrorist 
acts in Palestine during the last days of the 
British Mandate there. His book purports 
to give his personal memoirs, not a history, 
he stresses, of the Hebrew revolt against 
British authority, and with this loose warning 
he saves himself the trouble of having to 
justify a good many of his statements. His 
earliest claim for the Irgun—and one echoed 
by his publisher—sets the tone for the whole 
book: “ a new specimen of human being was 


’ born, a specimen completely unknown to the 


world for over eighteen hundred years, * the 
FIGHTING Jew.” There has never been a 
period during the whole Dispersion when 
there were not Jews who could and did fight 
as bravely as any other people, although the 
mere act of “ fighting” ts not always to be 
construed as the acme of courage. It is on 
such pretentious lines, however, that Mr. 
BEGIN’S book continues throughout. We are 
now perhaps at a sufficient distance of time 
to view a little more dispassionately the 
history of the modern Jewish settlement of 
Palestine and the emergence of the sovereign 
State of Israel. Without going fully into 
the old unhappy political and psychological 
conflicts, we can see that among the many 
factors responsible for the developments as 
they occurred were two of historical impor- 
tance: the rise of Hagana as a widespread 
popular force, based originally on the old 
system of shomrim, Jewish settlement guards, 
and its subsequent formation into a regular 
army which decisively beat the Arabs ; and 
the general tolerance exercised by the 
British authorities which, in spite of some 
excesses on both sides, is unmatched in the 
records of occupation forces anywhere. 
Neither of these factors is acknowledged by 
Mr. Becin. On the contrary, he constantly 
sneers at and denigrates Hagana, whose 
existence he is painfully constrained to 
acknowledge, and, with a complete lack of 
balance, he appears actually to believe that 
the withdrawal of the 100,000 British troops 
from Palestine was due to nothing else than 
the terrorist acts of the small bands of Irgun 
members. Incidentally, among the author’s 
minor claims for the Irgun is that of having 
been responsible for stopping the 1936-39 
Arab attacks ; there is not one word in his 
book about the famous Jewish “ night squads” 
organised by General OrnpE Winoate. If Mr. 
Becm had thought that his book, in the 
original Hebrew, was likely to enhance his 
political influence in Israel, the voters in the 
recent elections, by diminishing his party's 


representation, have given him their answer ; 


while we presume that his English publisher, 
with his experience of public opinion in this 
country, can scarcely have imagined that the 
book was likely to improve Anglo-Israeli 
relations, Altogether, the book savours‘of the 
idea of the single feather that has persuaded 
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JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN 
AND ZIONISM 


The Life of Joseph Chamberiain. Volume iv; 
1901-1903. By Juntan AMERY. MacMillan. 30s.

The first three volumes of J. L. Garvin's 
standard biography of Joseph Chamberlain 
have long been incorporated in the series of 
biographical classics. Since 1934, when the third 
volume appeared, 17 years of tragic and historic 
importance have passed by. arvin himself 
died, leaving unlisted material behind. In 1946 
Julian Amery was entrusted with the colossal 
task of concluding the great work. In the 

resent fourth volume, covering the period 
1901-1903, Mr. Amery has fulfilled his task with 

t skill, and there can be no higher praise 
or his work than to say that he has added 4 
volume worthy of his great predecessor. 

Joseph Chamberlain was the first British states- 
man to understand the world itical importance 
of Zionism, and students of Zionist history had 
anxiously looked forward to this section of the great 
biography (pp. 256-270). This reviewer knows 
from his own correspondence with the late J. L. 
Garvin that important documentary material had 
been thered covering Chamberlain's relations 
with Herzl and Zionism, but nothing of this 
seems io have been used by his successor. Nor have 
any standard works on Zionism been used, so tha: 
in many respects an entirely wrong picture of 
Zionism, Zionist aims, and historical events has 
found refuge in this present volume. 


Faulty Source Material 


The serious reader will notice with astonishment 
that, apart from a few translations from Herz! s 
Diaries” (of which Mr, Amery incorrectly says 
that they were “ mever intended for publication — 
ip. 259]}), Dr. Weizmann’s autobiography, Tria! 
and Error,” is quoted as the sole source of 
Zionist history—a as fascinaiing in its auio- 
biographical sections as it is unreliable in its 
historical parts. The description of Herzl’ 
* mechanical Zionism“ (p. 258) is taken verbatim 
from “ Trial and Error” (p. 62), without quoting 
it: so are the main Zionist events of that period: 
the Sixth Zionist Congress and the problem of ihe 
Jewish settlement in East Africa. They are as 
incorrectly recorded here as im thew source. 

Apart from this general tendency, there are some 
smaller points to which attention should be drawn. 
It was not Lord Rothschild who arranged Herzl’s 
meeting with Chamberlain (p. 258), bui Leopold 
Greenberg. Nor was Max Langermann “ Zangwill’'s 
representative in London” (p. 268); he lived im 
South Africa from 1886 until 1919. No reference 
is made to the Zionist delegation, headed by 5S. 
Goldreich (the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. J. Hertz, was 
also a member of the delegation), which, on Herzl's 
instructions, waited upon Chamberlain during his 
visit to South Africa. Mr. Goldreich later claimed 
that he suggested to Chamberlain that he offer the 
East Africa Scheme to Herzl. 

Mr. Amery blames Herzl for speaking of 
* Uganda” insiead of East Africa, siressing that 
“ this terminological confusion has done lutle good 
to Chamberlains reputation (p. 265). Herzl, in 
his speech at the Sixth Congress dealing with the 
subject, did not use the term “ Uganda.” nor has it 
been used by any other speaker. Nether has any 
such confusion existed in the English press and 
public opinion. The correspondence in THe Times 
clearly shows this; so does the literature of pro- 
tesis organised by Lord Delamere from wiuhin the 
Protectorate agaimst the Jewish settlement. Mr. 
Amery obviously draws his conclusions from the 
repeated use Of “ Uganda ™ in his source-—* Trial 
and Error.” 


Omissions 


Some interesting and relevant material on 
Chamberlain and Zionism has not been touched 
upon in this present volume. First of all, the docu- 
ments at the Colonial and Foreign Offices regarding 
El Arish and East Africa. Then there can be found 
in THe JewisH CHronicte Chamberlain's famous 
and much-debated speech at Limehouse in 1904 
referring to Herzl, Zionism, and alien immigration 
Some articles and letters published in Tue Times 
and in THe JewisH CuHronicie after Chamberiain’s 
death jn 1914 contain further important information 
on the subject. 

It may also have been of interest to record what 
Chamberlain and Herzl thought of each other. 
correspondent in THe Times wrote 


"Of Mr. Chamberlain Dr. Herzl declared to the present 
writer: ‘He has @ giant spirit but his heart is larger still.’ 
‘Dr. Herzl.” said Mr. Chamberiain to me, * hax all the 
qualities of a great Statesman, modified only by the con- 
stant burden of heart-sorrow for the afflictions of his 
peopic.” 


It is to be hoped that a chapter on Chamberlain 
and Zionism will be incorporated in a_ revised 
edition of “ The Life of Teocek Chamberlain,’ 
worthy in ge respect of the memory of that great 
man and of the late J. L. Garvin, and up to the 
standard of the excellent elaboration of the other 
subjects covered in this fourth volume.

The Retarded Child. By Herta 
Loewy. Staples Publications. 10s. 6d.

This guide book for parents, teachers, 
and social workers is most welcome, as 
the problem of mental retardation is a 
bigger social issue than laymen realise, 
If we are to wang Cyril Burt's statistical 
conclusions that the level of national intel- 
has appreciably fallen in the last 
two decades, the issue will become 
increasingly important with the passage 
of years. Miss Loewy is not concerned 
with the low-grade ective who eventu- 
ally finds his way into an institution, that 
is, the child whose intelli is more 
than 25 per cent below t lation 
average. Her concern is mai with the 
retar child who remains at home and 
finds the struggle in an ordinary school 
too great to bear. He develops feelings 
of inferiority, he fears the class . 
and surrenders the moderate ability he 
Sometimes he becomes rebel- 
ious and easily succumbs to delinquency. 
At home he or she presents a major 
problem to the parents. More often 
than not the child is neglected until 
efforts at education and social training 
are applied too late. 

It needs rare gifts to take over the 

training of backward children. It calls 
for minute observation of peculiarities of 
conduct: intellectual deficiencies from 
limited sense perception to lack of 
reasoning power. It calls for extreme 
patience and, above all, a capacity to 
show affection for the child and thus make 
him interested in your efforts. Miss 
Loewy clearly possesses these gifts to a 
very high degree, and she conveys her 
meaning in a way which will make her 
book accessible to any intelligent parent. 
She discusses the social deviations in 
conduct which occur with retardation, 
and the fear reactions of children who 
fly from the forbidding task. Mental 
laziness is often a misnomer for retreat 
from the world of incomprehensible facts 
and relationships. 
_ Play is an essential activity of children: 
it is a way of learning, an exercise in 
imagination and a safety valve for unbear- 
able tensions. To-day it is a therapeutic 
technique for all kinds of childhood 
behaviour disorders. Miss Loewy shows 
how manual dexterity can be cultivated 
im the earliest years. With it goes train- 
mg of the senses. With these, new paths 
to knowledge and to simple reasoning are 
opened to the handicapped child. In the 
later chapters the author gives clear 
expositions of ways of teaching written 
language and the elements of number, and 
She also shows how the arts can be 
enlisted in the interest of backward 
children.

Chassidism and Folklore. By Rabbi S. Z.

The story of Chassidism forms one of 
the most fascinating, and at the same 
time elusive, chapters of Jewish history. 
Many have attempted to render it. Some. 
like Peretz, Steinberg, Anski, and, in our 
own day, Buber and Agnon, with 
exquisite poetic skill; others, like Horo- 
detzky, Dubnov, and Scholem, with deep 
historic insight. And yet, only the bare 
fringe has been uncovered. For Chassid- 
ism, rooted in a world of pure feeling 
and emotion, eludes the rational grasp 
of the historian just as it stubbornly 
refuses to yield to verbal presentation. 
Perhaps its story can never be “told.” 
a privileged generation in 
Israel, re-living in a moment of religious 
revival the ancient ecstasy, will be 
enabled to pierce its mystery and produce 
the poets capable of revealing it. 

Rabbi Szpetman, from a wealth of 
personal reminiscences, is making a bold 
attempt to anticipate such revelation by 

iving us, im a series of articles in 
Yiddish published in book form, some 
imtimate sketches of Chassidic group- 
life at the turn of the century. kt is 
indeed a “ strange " world that is un- 
folded here, and one certainly needs to 
be inspired first with the loving 
enthusiasm of the author before one can 
*“ swallow “ it all. To the uninitiated the 
pictures may even be somewhat repellent, 
reminding one of the effect which 
Chassidism produced, from is incep- 
tion on onlookers such as Solomon 
Maimon and the rest of the Maskilim. 
Despite the poetic fervour and rich 
idiom in which the book excels, it 
succeeds only in giving us, as it were, 
the mere garment of Chassidism in its 
and exotic colours, without 
really penetrating to the fiery substance 
that it certainly enshrined. 

The service, nevertheless, which the 
— author renders is not unimportant. 
glimpses of Chassidic life. 
thought, strikingly afforded here, will go 
to enrich further a literature that, alas, 
in Yiddish, may be nearing its inevitable 
end. To the reader, both versed and

STORM OVER AN AMERICAN REPORT

(THe Jewtsa CHronicte New York Correspondent) 


is now undergoing one of its 
periodical storms which rock 
communal life to its foundations and 
which are usually the forerunners of 
fundamental changes or trends. The 
last such tempest manifested itself at 
the height of American Jewish “ mili- 
tancy “ during the war and revolved 
round the “ Biltmore” resolution on 
Palestine. The significant distinc- 
tion of the present upheaval is that 
it deals with a local American Jewish 
problem, not with a foreign issue, 
such as European relief or Israel, as 
was invariably the case in all previous 
storms of the last decade. Im this 
respect the present storm may be the 
forerunner of a new era in the Ameri- 
can Jewish community—the era of 
— self-interest, which is long over- 
ue. 
The storm revolves round a 
“ Report on Jewish Communal Rela- 
tions Agencies.” by Dr. R. M. Mac- 
Iver, Professor Emeritus of Columbia 
University, which was ordered a year 
ago by the six largest Jewish organisa- 
tions in the United States—-the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee, American 
Jewish Congress, Jewish Labour Com- 
mittee, Jewish War Veterans, Anti- 
Defamation League of the B'nai 
Brith, and Union of Hebrew Con- 
gregations—with a view to introducing 
much-needed changes in the methods 
of raising and distributing the large 
sums of money collected by the Jewish 
community in the United States. 


Scientific Investigation 


That there has been considerable 
criticism of this activity of the Ameri- 
can Jewish community during the last 
few years, is a matter of common 
knowledge in America and abroad. 
So many charges of waste, duplica- 
tion, and inefficiency have been made 
by individuals and by institutions that 
they could no longer be ignored. This 
led to the decision of the Jewish 
Organisations to institute a scientific 
study of the entire subject, and to the 
unanimous choice of Professor Mac- 
Iver as head of the survey team. The 
results of his investigations are con- 
tained in his now famous report. 

As yet, the report itself has not 
been released for publication, and 
officially it is still supposed to be 
“ secret.” Yet no other document 
has been so intensely studied and so 
widely discussed as this “secret” 
report. It is being praised and 
criticised, supported and opposed, 
fanatically condemned and staunchly

supported. Since Professor Maclver 
happens to be a non-Jew, and with 
some Jews every non-Jew is suspect 
of anti-Jewish bias, an accusation of 
antisemitism has unfortunately also 
been injected by some of the more 
fanatical critics of the report. While, 
out of courtesy to the Jewish organi- 
sations which sponsored the investi- 
gation and which have asked that 
judgment on the report be withheld 
until November, no final comment 
can as yet be made on the document, 
no intelligent person interested in the 
problems of organised American 
Jewry can afford to be without some 
knowledge of the salient issues of the 
report and of the initial reactions 
to it. These are provided in 
the following excerpts from two 
official sources which have already 
been published or privately circulated, 


A Positive View 


The first clear and comprehensive 
account of the report is contained in 
an official statement by the Jewish 
Welfare Funds of twelve of the largest 
Jewish communities in the United 
States—Baltimore, Boston, Cleveland, 
Chicago, Detroit, Los Angeles, 
Miami, Newark, Philadelphia, Pitts- 
burgh, St. Louis, and San Francisco. 
These communities take a positive 
view of the Maclver report. In a 
preliminary statement issued on 
August 6 they state in part: 

“The Large City Budgeting Confer- 
ence (L.C.B.C.) is deeply grateful to Dr. 
Macliver for his report. He has, in our 
opinion, set forth a profound and search- 
ing analysis of the problems which lic 
before all of us. He has deak with the 
major areas wih which we are con- 
cerned and, with complete honesty, has 
indicated those areas where the methods 

social science can help us, and other 
areas where too little is known to make 
definitive evaluation possible. . . . The 
report should not be treated as a icgal 
documem. Our attention should be con- 
centrated on the broad aspects of its 
findings and recommendations. We there- 
fore associate ourselves completely with 
Dr. MaclIver’s recommendations that the 
report should be accepted and discussed 
in terms of the broad insights and prin- 
ciples which it contains. . . . We believe, 
together with Dr. Maciver, that insuf- 
ficient attention has been paid to the 
major questions of goals and directions 
for organised Jewish communit¥ relations 

On the other hand, the Anti- 
Defamation League (A.D.L.), the 
largest Jewish defence agency in the 
United States, is strongest in criticism 
of the Maclver report. In a memo- 


randum which has been widely distri- 
buted the A.D.L. states: 


Macl ver is not a 
survey, but a partisan and impressionistic 
brief for a viewpoint that has been 
rejected time and again in Jewish com- 
munal life. K is not a survey, but a 
rationalisation of the position of the 
Council of Jewish Federations and Wel- 
fare Funds and its leadership group, the 
Large City Budgeting Conference. It 
fits perfectly into the pattern of criticism 
io which the national community rela- 
ions agencies have been subjected in 
recent years by this group. basic 
error of that criticism has been that it 
has sought to apply the rules used in 
organising charities to the delicate task 
of combating amisemitism, The Maclver 
report falls into this trap, minimising 


ideological differences, emphasising 
organisational streamlining. . . . 
Maciver is definitely unhappy about 


what he calls the * separatist © tendencies 
among Jews. He terms i variously 
‘solatiomst, insulationist, reactive 
withdrawal. He finds that these ten- 
dencies, while not important factors in 
oven antisemitism, do contribute to anti- 
Jewish prejudice of the more * polite’ 
sort that is to-day a major problem 
facing the community relations agencies. 
He therefore recommends to Jews less 
‘ separatism, more rapid integration, 
more thorough assimilation... . 


Charge of Antisemitism 


To these arguments for and 
against the report must be added a 
charge of “antisemitism” which has 
been levelled by a few of the less 
important American Jewish publica- 
tions and by some individuals of the 
type who see “antisemitism” 
everything that does not praise indis- 
criminately everything Jewish, and 
who object in general to a non-Jew or 
even to a “non-Jewish Jew” partici- 
pating in an investigation of anti- 
semitism. The charge is based on 
certain references made in the report 
to some anti-Jewish sentiment among 
non-Jews engendered by some Ortho- 
dox religious observances and prac- 
tices which it is alleged tend to 
separate and isolate the Jewish group 
from the rest of the community, and 
which cannot be ignored in a scientific 
survey of antisemitism. 

A mere statement of facts about Dr. 
Maclver and his activities is enough 
to refute this charge as fanaticism or 
as a manifestation of a morbid fear- 
complex. Professor Maclver is one 
of the greatest living liberal sociolo- 
gists. He is the author of a number 
of books on labour, social science, 
and the relation of sociology to social 
work, economic reconstruction and 


peace problems, which are used as 
textbooks in the best American uni- 
versities. He is a member of the 
American Academy of Arts and 
Science, the American Sociological 
Society, the Royal Society of Canada, 
the Institut Internationale de Socio- 
logie, and he ranks as an international 
authority on his subject. 

Apart from that, Professor Macliver 
is one of those rare non-Jewish 
liberals who have taken a special and 
practical interest in Jewish social 
problems. He belongs to a number 
of Jewish organisations, includin 
Yivo (Yiddish Scientific Institute) 
the Institute of Religious and Social 
Studies sponsored by the Jewish 
Theological Seminary. In September, 
1950, he was awarded the honorary 
tite of Doctor of Letters «by the 
Theological Seminary for services 
rendered to the Jewish community. 

If a man with a record of service to 
humanity at large, and to the Jews in 
particular, can charged with anti- 
semitism, and that chatge is indirectly 
supported by at least one large 
defence agency, then something is 
wrong with the American Jewish 
defence agencies and with the entire 
effort to combat antisemitism in 
America. For Dr. Maclver isin this 
particular case, not an individual, but 
a typical representative of the best 
American liberal intellectual. And if 
that type of American is suspected 
of antisemitism, what hope is there 
of fighting antisemitism altogether ? 


Wasteful Expenditure 

Why waste all the millions of dollars 
which are annually spent on - such 
activities in the United States? Such 
a charge tends to undermine the faith 
of the American Jew in the decency 
of American humanity even at its 
best, and it constitutes a retreat from 
the liberal position which the defence 


agencies have made the basis of their 


work. 

Generally, this charge of anti- 
semitism is probably the shabbiest and 
saddest factor introduced into this 
stormy controversy, which could 
otherwise have served a useful pur- 
pose in preparing American Jews for 
a much-needed change of orientation 
in their communal work. Such a 
change is long overdue, and the Mac- 
Iver report, even before it is released 
officially, has done more than any- 
thing else to uncover the shaky 
foundation upon which the so-called 


“Campaign. Judaism™ of America 
rests, and particularily the petty 
struggle for power, prestige, and 


money which goes on among a good 

many of the big Jewish organisa- 

tions in the United States.

UCH public attention has been 
focused on the problem of the 


M Anglo-Jewish ministry and its 


future. But I wonder how many 
appreciate or understand the real 
nature and complexity of the prob- 
lem. We have only to turn to the 
frequent reports which have appeared 
in THe Jewish CHRONICLE to see 
some of the naive and innocent views 
expressed by men who might be 
expected to hold more advanced 
opinions. 

Why not be more honest and tell 
all who are thinking of the ministry 
as a career, and particularly those 
already in training, that they must 
have no illusions with regard to the 
future that awaits them, that they 
should not be misled by the smiling 
attention and blandishments of a 
community in difficulty, nor be 
allured by the promises and induce- 
ments now being held out as a mere 
expedient in a desperate situation ? 


Supply and Demand 


The rise and fall of a minister's 
salary and status are subject to pre- 
cisely the same stern and unalterable 
laws as govern the economic world. 
It is all a question of supply and 
demand. The more the vacancies and 
the fewer the candidates, the higher 
will be the minister's worth ; the fewer 
the vacancies and the more the 
candidates, the lower will be the 
minister's value. Not a very edifying 
or inspiring thought; nevertheless it 
is the bitter truth. 

But far worse awaits the conscien- 
tious aspirant to the ministry who 
may be prepared to take the risk of 
changing economic conditions and 
who still hears the call of duty and 
service, With communities, as with 
individuals, practice seldom keep 
pace with precept, and organised reli- 


ike, human, -nature. itself,

changed little in essence since the days 
when the prophets fulminated against 


the hypocrisies, the charlatanism, the . 


pretences of sham religious institu- 
tions, without whose existence, in 
some cases, God and the Torah would 
be better served. “Who hath 
required this at your hand, to trample 
My courts?” And these words of 
Isaiah are as applicable in these days 
as they were in his day. 


Minister and Community 


The tractable and compromising 
minister, the first in demand by 
modern congregations, who knows 
how to look the other way and has 
his smile and his joke ready when his 
attention may be drawn to official 
breaches of the ethical or ritual code, 
will with worldly wisdom, if not with 
vocational honour, gracefully accept 
the inevitable. But what of the more 
earnest-minded, with a love and 
passion for his faith and intent on 
doing his duty, who feels he would 
be a traitor to his calling if he did not 
act or speak ? 

What bitter memories I myself 
recall. In one of the congregations I 
served some time ago, I felt it my 
duty on one occasion outright to 
declare wrong a serious breach of the 
Sabbath laws within the precincts of 
the synagogue, to my notice 
by the children of the classes during 
a lesson on the Sabbath. The Com- 
mittee heard of my answer, and in a 
body rose up in arms against me and 
in defence of the offender whose right 
to break the law I had questioned. 
They permitted the offence to con- 
tinue on the ground that synagogue 
attendance might otherwise suffer. 

After. one or two like experiences 


experiences. 


new paths for himself in the per- 
formance of his duties, but at what a 
cost to his zeal and enthusiasm! The 
first fires burn a little less brightly. 
His idealism grows dimmer. 

It is not easy for a minister to take 
the initial steps on the road to hypo- 
crisy, but add to these major frustra- 
tions all the other minor msincerities 
he perforce. has to practise in the 
course of his ministrations, the empty 
compliments he has to pay to his 
members when they celebrate an 
event, the words of praise he has to 
utter, where none is due, on sad 
occasions; to speak when he should 
be silent and to be silent when he 
should speak; the annoyances and 
vexations he suffers as a result of the 


commercial policies of commercially- 


minded boards of management and 
committees, with their emphasis on 
the member—like the customer— 
— always right, and their’ stress 
on finance rather than on religion. 


Hypocrisy or Diplomacy ” ? 

Take all these in the aggregate, and 
the hypocrite in the minister is well 
in the making. 

How often have I wished that in 
my student days Jews’ College had 
provided a course of lectures on the 
art of hypocrisy—perhaps under 
the politer name of “diplomacy ”! 

But the soul of a minister has to 
suffer still greater shocks. Soul- 
destroying occasions arise when the 
worst injustices are done and injuries 
inflicted which jeave their mark for 
all ume. Again I draw from my own

The proposal never materialised ; but 
the committee of the large and 
wealthy congregation | was serving at 
the time, whose percentage of 
evacuees was a small one, immediately 
seized on the report and forthwith 
reduced by 25 per cent the salaries 
of all its officials. The information 
of the reduction coming into opera- 
tion forthwith, without even the legal 
week's notice, was conveyed to me 
three days before Rosh Hashana in an 
official letter of three lines, ending 
with best wishes for a happy and 
prosperous New Year! 


“Where the Clergy Fail” 


I fully’ concur with the suggestion 
that has been made that ministers and 
students should read Singer's article 
“ Where the Clergy Fail.” They might 
glean a few useful hints from it. 
Nevertheless, the failures of the clergy 
are as nothing compared to the 
matters in which the community fails. 

No man has as yet mastered al! 
the human failings that are in him, 
though it is his duty to try and to 
keep on trying; and the minister is 
not exempt. He may have his weak- 
nesses and be especially prone to 
pote and vanity, as all men in the 
imelight are. He may even under 
duress succumb to insincerity and 
hypocrisy, but it rarely happens that 
he is a total fraud and an impostor. 
The same cannot be said of the com- 
munity. Its failure is of a more 
serious order and penctrates deep 
down into the very roots and foun- 
dations of Judaism. With its over- 
commercialised and under-religionised 
regulations and practices, the com> 
munity should ask itself whether it 
has the right to ensnare the unwary

Mr. Davies stated that the Beth Din 
was the deciding factor as to what kind 
of supervision was necessar in order 
that they cou'd be satisfied that the food 
supervised was properly prepared accord- 
ing to Jewrsh law. The Board 
acted entirc'y under the Beth Din's 
insiructions im thes matter. 

Supervisors, sid Mr. Davies, had to 
be paid. and he wanted to know if u 
was now suzgesed that because the meat 
manufacturers had refused to pay the 
cow they should be subsidised by the 


pubic. No moncy, he said, had been 
received from the manufacturers for 
supervision for about 18 months, and 
the Board had thus been involved in con. 
siderable expense. 

It could not be wo strongly 
emphasised, he wem on, that the Shechita 
Board consisted of represematives of 
synagogues and institutions, and the 
butchers and shochetim were also repre- 
semted at the Board. All maticrs were 


disclosed to the Board at ws regular 
moetings and every wiunity was 
given to any member of the Board to 


ask any quesuions of make any SMate- 
ments they desired. Furthermore, all 
the actions of the executive were sub- 
mitted for the approval of the Board, 
and this, said r. Davies, was given 
unanimously in respect of their actions 
in connection with the meat manu- 
facturers. [The Board recently announced 
that the h Din no longer accepied 
responsibilty for the kashrut of any 
goods na supervised by the Beth Din.] 

The President added that he had 
repeatedly siated at meetings that the 
sileers of the Board were ready at all 
times to discuss the maticr with the 
manufacturers.

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THE MODERN CLOTHING INDUSTRY WORLD YOUTH BAR 


By NEVILLE LABOVITCH 


HE publication by the world’s 
largest tailoring organisation of 
a jubilee volume to celebrate 
fifty years of trading is not only a 
tribute to the amazing foresight and 
organising powers of the British Jew 
who is at once its head and inspira- 
tion, but also serves as a reminder of 
the extensive part which Jewish skill 
and enterprise have played in the 
foundation and development of the 
great clothing industry. 
The book itself* is a_ detailed 
description of Montague Burton Ltd., 
and the story of the later stages of its 


growth; copiously illustrated, and 
rather repetitive, it contains numerous 
tributes from eminent statesmen, but 


modestly avoids a biography of its 
founder or more than a hint of the 
amazing story involved in_ the 
founding of the firm. This is a pity, 
because the story of Montague Bur- 
ton is more than an _ industrial 


romance: it is woven into the fabric 


of Anglo-Jewish history. 


Wide Jewish Participation 

To-day, Jewish participation § in 
every branch of the textile and cloth- 
ing trade is well Known: in the great 
clothing factories of Leeds, the textile 
warehouses of York Place and Golden 
Square, and in the dress houses of 
Margaret Street, Jewish enterprise and 
initiative contribute to the prosperity 
of a great mdustry. 

But, viewed from an_ historical 
standpoint, this is a comparatively 
recemt development. in the years 
following the first great Exhibition, 
100 years ago, the Jewish community, 
though active in most branches of 
commerce, contained very few tailors. 
However, the year 1851 was of great 
significance in the economic evolution 
of the Western world, for that date 
saw the introduction of the Singer 
sewing machine by Isaac Merritt 
Singer, in America. This inven- 
tion was in itself revolutionary, but it 
was not until some ten years later that 
from the fertile brain of a Polish 
immigrant to this country came the 
practical ideas which were destined to 
transform the industry and pave the 
way for the cheap mass-production of 
clothing. 


Herman Friend's Ideas 


When Herman Friend settled in 
Leeds, the accepted procedure was for 
one individual tailor to carry out the 
whole process of manufacturing each 
single garment, thereby requiring 
exceptional all-round skill. Bearing 
in mind the new inventions evolved 
in the preceding few years, Friend 
conceived the idea of splitting up the 
process of manufacturing a garment 
into several stages, thus enabling a 
worker to be trained in one particular 
operation. It was found that many 
of the processes could be performed 
by relatively unskilled women and 
girls, resulting im a _ tremendous 
increase in output, and lowering of 
costs. 

In common with most of the great 
industrial advances of the nineteenth 
century, this new technique had a 
profound effect upon the social fabric

of the nation and not least upon the 
small Jewish communities who were 
now to make another, though less 
dramatic, contribution to the progress 
of the industry. 

With the prospect of new employ- 

ment and encouraged by employers in 
search of cheap labour for the new 
machines, vast numbers of refugees 
from the Tsarist dominions began to 
arrive in the industrial towns to staff 
the quickly growing workshops. For 
years they crowded into the “ sweat- 
shops” of Leeds and the East End 
of London, creating a social problem 
which caused grave concern to the 
then leaders Anglo-Jewry. With 
the dawn of the twentieth century, 
however, a rapid change began to 
take place both in the social philo- 
sophy and commercial ‘organisation of 
the industry. 
_ The rise of vigorous trade unions, 
in which Jews played a useful, active 
part, and the new liberal spirit of 
employers radically changed condi- 
tions of work, while the prospect of 
a vast potential market for cheap 
bespoke garments opened the way for 
the growth of multiple tailoring 
concerns. 

And so the modern giants of the 
multiple clothing trade made their 
small beginnings, until to-day tailor- 
ing has reached the proportions of 
one of Britain's major industries, con- 
tributing by the provision of cheap. 
well-made clothing to the nation’s 
high standard of living. 


Textiles Compendium 


The number of clothing firms is 
given by “Hard’s Year Book™ as 
24,000, employing over 670,000 
workers, with a further million in the 
allied textile trades. This volume,’ a 
recent addition to the library of 
technical books, and sure to become 
a standard work of reference, dis- 
closes that in an industry dominated 
by giants there are over 18,000 firms 
employing fewer than ten people. 
There are, of course, no statistics of 
Jewish firms or Jewish workers, but 
there is no doubt that the number is 
considerable: certainly, Jews have 
contributed greatly to the expansion 
of the trade. 

Every industry owes its debts to 
particular individuals, and, while the 
clothing industry contains many great 
names, there are certain pre-eminent 
ones of which the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity must feel very proud. If the 
man who, by the existence of the 
multiple tailoring shops, is enabled to 
buy cheap, well-cut garments, feels 
any thanks to Herman Friend for the 
idea which launched the modern 
industry, he must also be grateful to 
Sir Montague Burton, whose leader- 
ship has raised it to new heights. Sir 
Montague’s great contribution is not 
only his mastery of clothing tech- 
nique, but his understanding of 
organised labour, which has helped to 
create a pleasant and healthy atmo- 
sphere in the trade and, incidentally, 
to make the average Briton the best- 
dressed man in the world at the 
cheapest price.

ANTISEMITISM 
Racial Discrimination 
Denounced 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A resolution expressing concern at 
the dangers of antisemitism was 
passed unanimously at last month's 
first general meeting of the World 
Assembly of Youth, held at Cornell 
etieaine Ithaca, New York State. 
The resolution was introduced by an 
Austrian delegate, who confessed to 
having been a former Nazi. The 
Assembly decided to establish a 
department dealing with discrimina- 
tion agaist any race or religion and 
tO promote activity by youth organi- 
sations to abolish any such dis- 
crimination. 

A delegation from Israel was among 
the SOO representatives and observers 
from 63 countries attending. There were 
no delegates from Russia or Easern 
Europe Observers were present from 
Western Germany, Italy, and Japan. The 
American Jewish and the 
Bnai Brith also sent observers. 


Discussion on Human Rights 


Mr. Monitaeu Richardson, Hon. Secre- 
tary of the Bovs’ Division of the AJ.Y. 
and Chairman of Managers of the Brady 
Boys’ Club, who was a member of the 
British delegation, told me that the 
Assembly's main deliberations were 
centred on the United Nations Declaration 
of Human Rights. 

The British delegation also included

which presupposes freedom pre- 
conceptions, was of an infinitely higher 
uality than the patriotic reporting on 
Jewish State. It a task thai 
requires a large measure of disinteresied- 
ness, clarity, and courage. They are 
not qualities with which we are all 
equally endowed, but good intentions 
must not be denied to those who lack 


them 

Of all the atrocities to which I now 
stand committed in the cyes of your 
many readers, I readily plead guity to 
one: my partisanship. But not 
mere vanity that leads me to suppose 
that it was this partisanship that induced 
my colleagues and myself to embark 
upon a Labour Zionist paper at the ume 
when Labour and Zionism seemed more 
apart than the two les. It may be 
this partisanship which — my 
gencration of Israelis to beat the Arabs 
and establish a Jewish State. Kt is also 
the very same partisanship which now 
makes men impatient of Jewish futility, 
claiming freedom from criticism on the 
grounds that to oppose is to Piay 
the hands of the antisemite. $ an 
Isracli, | think « is possible to criticise 
a secuon of our a without having 
to stand trial on charges of antisemitism, 
just as it is possible for an Eagiishman 
to condemn wide sections of his people 


without being known as an Anglophobe. 
| know, to practise self-criticism in the 
Gola is no cesy task, since every interna! 
discussion on moral issues becomes a 
topic for fascist propaganda. But, Sir, 
we have a State now and a dignity that 
no pubkcation such as mine can mpair. 

Our interpretation of present-day 
Israel may vary, and mus depend on 
our experiences and information, on the 
functions we perform ana the prejudices 
we hold. But on this one thing we are 
all united; that if things are lefi to drift 
freely withow the guidance mora! 
principles they will make a complete 
nonsense of Zionism. k is our job firs 
to expose them and then to try and direct 
the powerful new streams throu 
channels which will ultimately lead us to 
national salvation. Our habs of treat- 
ing everything critical as an cxpression 
of . caniscenition: and the belief in the 
infallability of our people may give satis- 
faction to some. but will not bring us 
any nearer the desired goal.

VALUE OF SUMMER 
SCHOOLS 


To the Fditor of JewisH Curonicte 


Sm,—I was very much interesied in 
reading the account (in your August 24 
issuc) of the summer schoo! directed by 
my friend Rebbi Casper, and I . heartily 
subscribe to his views regarding the value 
of such schoo'’s. My colleagues and |! 
have voiced these sentiments for very 
many years. 

But | think an e¢rroncous impression 
may have been gained about activities of 
this kind for schoolchildren in Manches- 
ter. kt would seem that this summer: 
schoo! is something quite new. 

To be brief, the Manchester Schoo! 
Camps Association (Hon. Secretary. 
Miss M. Langdon, M.B.E.) has hed 
schooichildren’s camps for nearly 40 
years, and upwards of 500 children each 
season have attended. There are many 
grandparents in Manchester who remem- 
ber as children spending some of the 
happiest days of their lives in camps in 
North Wales. 

These camps were in every detail 
“ summer schools.” They were gencrally 
held in term time, and a syllabus of 
work (though. out of doors) was carried 
out. In addition to regular shiurim. the 
daily services were conducted by the boys 
themseives, and the Sabbath service was 
always mos impressive 1 distinctly 
remember an Oneg Shabbat thai we 
emoyed with a group of boys and Rabb: 
Akmann at the synagogue in Colwyn Bay 
a few years ago. K was a privilege 
and a sacred duty for the teachers to 
superimend the services. 

The Manchester Jews’ School, as ful! 
of energy and vitality to-day as at any 
time in ms 113 years’ history. has for 
over 30 years sem groups of chiidren 
annually to school camps for summer 
schools, if one wishes so to call them—it is 
a comparatively modern term'): and fast 
years group of 120 children was, | 
believe, the largem of its kind in the 
country. 

Moreover, thanks to very generous 
subscribers, including the members of the 
“ Litth Horses Club” and the “City 
Commercial Club.” many hundreds of 
needy Jewish children. who otherwise 
wou'd never have had a holiday, were 
enabled throuvh the years to enjoy these 
summer schoo's in camps at the seaside. 

We have rarcly sought publicity for 
our work, but, for the record and for 
the sake of all our kind friends and sub- 
scribers, | think these facts should be 
made known. 

Finally, | would wish the organisers 
of all summer schools aiming at the we!- 
fare of chi'dren. irrespective of any 
party, group, or affiliation, every success 
in the worth-while endeavours; and to 
offer them, if they so need it, every he'p 
and advice.

A Layman’s View 
To the Editor of Tne Jewisn Curonic ie 
From Mr. M. GLANCY, 3.P. 


Sin, — May I, as a layman, write to you 
on the still very controversial but most 
fascinating subject of the now famous 
Dead Sea Scrolis. 

1 have followed the long controversy 
over the Scrolls with a great deal of 
interest, from its inception, beginning 
with a series of articles in the Man- 
cuester GuarapianN and THe Jewisn 
Curonicite, by Dr. Meir Wallenstein of 
ihe University of Manchester, who was 
the first to bring the. maticr to the notice 
of the public. 

I have also had the privilege of listening 

to lectures by Professor Sukenik of the 
Tere University, as well as by Pro- 
fessor Driver, of Oxford, given under 
the auspices of the Semiutics Department 
of the University of Manchester, and 
arranged by Professor H. H. Rowley, 
Head of the Semitics Department. 

Professor Sukenik dates the Scrolls as 
circa 180 a.c.e. and bases his view, in the 
main, on the following data (a) arche- 
ology: palaography: and (c) 
linguistic peculiarities. In regard to (a) 
archeology. the jars in which the Scrolls 
were contained bear the stamp of having 
been made in the pre-Christian era, a 
view taken by such eminent archzologists 
as Father De Vaux, of the Dominican 
Ecole Biblique, Jerusalem; G. Lankester 
Harding, "Director of Antiquities in 
Amman, and Professor Albright, of the 
Johns Hopkins University, Baltimore. 
Further archeological evidence in support 
would appear to be in the Hellenistic 
lamp, found im the cave, apart from 
which inscriptions on pre-Christian tomb- 
stones have striking features in common 
with the writing of the Scrolls. 

Furthermore, the Nash Papyrus, the 
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entrusted with all travel arrangements con- 
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announce that

original of which is preserved in the 
Conbrides University Library, embodying 
the greater part of the Ten Command- 
ments, cic., which, according to scholars, 
was written between 150-100 p.c.e., has 
some characteristics in common with the 


Scrolls. 
Recently it was r ed that a piece of 
linen in which the Scrolls were 


wrapped, was submitted to a scientific 
test in America and was found to belong 
very carly date, probably 217 

With reference to Professo, Sukenik’'s 
basis (b) paleography—it would appear 
that the handwritings bear many of the 
features of the material known to belong 
to the pre-Christian cra. Professor 
Solomon A. Birnbaum, of the School 
of Oriental Studies, London, seems to 
support this view. 

In regard to (c) linguistic peculiarities— 
it is well known that cach period has its 
own literary style and characteristics, 
The Biblical style of Hebrew has its own 
strong characteristics which distinguish 
from later styles, e¢.¢.. mishnaic, 
medieval, or modern. The linguistic 
style of the Scrolls scems, more or less 
in keeping with the broad features of 
the later phase of the Biblical era. 
Admittedly, there is a slight sprinkling of 
Aramaisms in the different Scrolls, but 
this would rather tend to support the 
view that the Scrolls were written at a 
time 150-100 p.c.e. when Aramaic was 
prevalent among the masses in Palestine. 

| tried very hard to follow the argu- 
ments of Professor Driver in his lecture 
when he rather loosely suggesied that 
the Scrolls were composed somewhere 
between 400-500 c.e., but | could not 
reconcile them with the _ evidence 
advanced by those who support the pre- 
Christian date. 

Professor Solomon Zeitlin, of Dropsic 
College, America, has published a series 
of articles in the JewisH QUuUARTERLY 
Review, and used the word “ hoax” in 
connection with the Scrolls. But it 
appears to me that he has complecicly 
disregarded the evidence on which the 
pre-Christian date is based. 

It would seem that scholars have still 
a great deal of research to do before 
finaluy is reached, and | look forward 
with a great deal of hope—and I am sure 
many of your readers share ths view 
that this fascinating study will be the 
subject of many more articles in your

Hope for Exchange Visit 
To the Editor of THe Jewtsn CHronicie 


From Dr. BETTY IBBETSON and 
Mesdames PECKAR and SILVERMAN 


the undersigned, members 
of a delegation of 20 women who have 
just te three weeks’ stay in the 
Soviet Union, made two visits to a 
Moscow synagogue in Spasoglinisi- 
shevsky Pereulok. We had a long inter- 
view wih Rabbi S. M. Shiiefer, and we 
are sure your readers will be interested 
in this short report of our findings. 

On the occasion of owr first visit, a 
Tuesday morning, a congregation of 
some SO men were taking part in one 
of the ten daily services. The rabbi 
spent about an hour and a half answer- 
ing our questions, and it is clear that 
there is complete freedom of Jewish 
worship and all traditional observance. 
This conversation. was carried on in 
Yiddish. 

The congregation, which is one of 
three in Central Moscow, employs a staff 
of 40. It is completely § se'f-sufficient, 
recciving no.gram at all from the State. 
It supports on the half-million 
volumtary subscriptions placed annually 
in its Offering box. 

We also had the pleasuré ‘of attending 
a Friday night service, where, athough 
it was at the height of the holiday season. 
some hundred men and ten women were 
present. 

The rabbi and officials sent their greet- 
ings, and hoped an exchange visit with 
a representative of Brntish Jewry could 
be arranged. His parting words were: 
Such visits can only hep to foster 
freendship and peace Fhe search for 
peace is the task of mankind, and a (task 
for Jews above all others.”

A CENTURY OF 
PHOTOGRAPHY

The Home Secretary. Mr. J. Chuter 
Ede, paid a tribute to the technical achieve- 
ments of British photographers during the 
past century when he declared open the 
50th anniversary exhibition of the Institute 
of British Photographers at the Overseas 
League, Park Place, James's, S.W.1. 

The exhibition, which was organised by 
Mr. Barnet Saidman, contains many 
photographs and a great deal of appara- 
tus, demonstrating the growth of photo- 
graphy since Fox Tal made his first 
tracing from his Camera Obscura in 1833. 
Both the Camera Obscura and the tracing 
are on show. 

Among the most inicresting of the

PICKLES (cont.) 
Pickled Cucumbers 


CHOOSE young, green, medium-sized 
cucumbers. Wash them and leave to soak 
im cold water for 24 hours, then dry 
thoroughly. Put them into wide-necked 
jars or an earthenware bowl, filling the 
containers three-quarters full. Sprinkle 
over a little pickling spice and fill with 
cold brine. ta plate or saucer on the 
surface of the brine with a stone on top 
to keep the cucumbers under the brine, 
cover with muslin and leave in a cool 
airy place about 3 wecks. Once a week 
remove scum, wash saucer and stone and 
replace. If the brine evaporates, fill con- 
tamer with a weak mixture of salt and 
water. 

For the brine allow 3 oz. of salt to each 
quart of water; boil together for 3 
minutes. Use when cold, ee } pt. of 
boiled vinegar to every quart of brine. 


Pickled Cucumbers (2) 


Wasu and dry cucumbers, cut in pieces, 
ut into a bow! or jars, sprinkle over a 
ithe pickling spice, and add 1 or 2 bay 
leaves. Pour over the cold vinegar mix- 
ture, place a small plate or saucer on top 
to keep the cucumbers under vinegar and 

cover with a large plate. The cucumbers 
can be used after 10 days. 

For the vinegar mixture. To ! at. of 
water allow | teaspoonful of acetic acid, 
| tablespoonful of salt, and 2 tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar. Boil the water. pour on to 
the sugar and salt, add the acetic acid, and 
leave ull cold. 


Pickled Damsons 


Damsons, 2 Ib.: sugar. 4 Ib.: vinegar, 
4 pt.: mixed pickling spice, 2 0z.; stick 
cinnamon, | inch; small piece root ginger. 

Wasu and stalk damsons and prick with 
a fork m several places. Dissolve the 
sugar im the vinegar and add ‘the spices 
vied in muslin. Put m the fruit and 
simmer very gently ull tender Dut not 
broken. Strain the frum and pack it into 
hot jars. Boil the vinegar gently till 
Slightly thickened, then pour § sofficient 
into each jar completely to cover the 
fruit. Cover immediately and leave for 
a few weeks before using 


Pickled Red Cabbage 


One red cabbage : vinegar. | qt. ; mixed 
pickling spice, | tablespoonful. 

Cuoose a hard cabbage, trim off coarse 
outside leaves, cut m four, and remove 
the thickest stalks. Then shred the cab- 
bage very finely. Put the shreds in layers 
on a dish, sprinkling each layer with salt, 
and leave till the tellowiae day. Boul the 
spices in the vinegar for 5 minutes, then 
leave till cold 

Drain off all moisture from the cabba 
and put into jars. Pour over the cold 
spiced vinegar, which should come an 
inch above the cabbage. and tie down. 

It will be ready to use after a fortnight. 
Store in a dark place.

PRAYERS | 
By “AUNTIE” 


HE most primitive method of 
worship was by sacrifice, but the 
ignorant abused- this form of 
worship, so it became more and more 
the practice to pay homage to God by 


e hear of the prophet Samuel 
rebuking King Saul with the question 
“ Hath the Lord as great delight in 
burnt-offerings and sacrifices as in 
hearkening to the voice of the Lord? 
Behold, to obey is better than sacri- 
fice, and to hearken than the fat of 
rams.” -Other prophets, Isaiah and 
Jeremiah, Hosea and Micah, also 
spoke to the people about the vain 
sacrifices. They besought the people 
to “ bring no more vain oblations” 
(Isaiah ch. i, v. 13), “for IL desire 
mercy, and not sacrifice ” (Hosea ch. 
vi, v. 6), “only to do justly and to 
love mercy, and to walk humbly with 
thy God” (Micah ch. vi, v. 8). 

So‘ there grew up another form of 
worship for Israel, and one which the 
Rabbis declared was highly accep- 
table to God. It was prayer, coming 
from the depths of the heart, telling 
of distress or joy, hope or repentance, 
want or thanksgiving. It was no new 
method : it was used by the Patriarchs. 

The shortest prayer on record is 
that offered by Moses when he prayed 
for Miriam to be restored to health,

Thee.” The Rabbis point out that 
the prayers which are most likely to 
be answered are those that are said on 
behalf of others. 

Let us glance at a few of our most 
familiar yers. The one you know 
best is the Shema, which is recited 
twice — This was always a part 
of the Temple service, probably 
because it sums up the duties of the 
Jewish religion and the unity of God. 

| hope you remember to say at least 
a part of the Benschen every day. 
When you have time (say on Shabbat) 
follow with your Siddur while Dad 
recites the Grace. It is one of the 
most beautiful of all our prayers. We 
pray for the land so that we may 
grow our food, we pray for work so 
that we should not have to eat the 
bread of charity, and we remember 
our duty to our dear parents and ask 
God's blessing on them. 


Giving Thanks for Meals 


‘The Midrash says that the Benschen 
prayer was composed by Moses. 
Because manna came in the morning 
and the quails in the evening, Moses 
introduced among his people the 
custom of taking two meals a day ; 
and at the same time he taught them 
the prayer of thanks after cating 
manna, which ended: “ Blessed be 
Thou O Lord, that dost provide for 
all.” Joshua is believed to have 
added one blessing to the Grace after 
Meals, and later on David and Solo- 
mon each added another. 

The men of the Great Synagogue 
composed benedictions and prayers 
and the blessings for Kiddush and 
Havdalah; a they instituted the 
thrice-daily practice of prayers, follow- 
ing the customs of Abraham (who 
introduced the morning prayer, when 
he rose early to sacrifice), Isaac (who 
said the afternoon prayer, when he 
meditated in the field before greeting 
his bride Rebecca), and Jacob (who 
offered up an evening prayer when he 
prepared to sleep and had the vision 
of angels ascending and descending 
the ladder to Heaven). 

Yet it is not in prayer alone that 


we can serve God. We serve Him in 
every good action we perform. 

There is a story told of an eminent 
Rabbi that he was distressed to find 
three of his best pupils absent from 
service on a special occasion, and 
asked them why they had missed the 
prayers. The first one said: “I was 
asked to take a basket of food to a 
starving widow and | hurried to do 
it.” The second one answered: “ On 
my way I met a blind man who could 
not find his way so I accompanied him 
to his home.” The third pupil replied : 
“| rescued a poor child who was being 
ill-treated by some older children and 
I walked with him to school.” 

“My children,” said the Rabbi, 
“your prayers have been sublime 
and they have been heard in Heaven 
before mine and before all other 
prayers, because good actions are part 
of our service to God.”

He 
was chosen as delegate to two inter- 
national Socialist congresses——at Brussels 
m 1891 and Zurich in 1893—and launched 
two Socialist papers, Newt Zrit and

On his 90th birthday last September 
he received from~ President Truman a 
message saying: “ Your birthday is a 
most important event for democracy 
which vou have served so well”: and 
last week-end the President wrote in a 
message of condolence: “ His death ts 
mourned by all citizens of the country, 
who saw in him the embodiment of the 
highest Americanism.’ 

Cahan distinevished himself as author 
as well as journalist. His novel, in 
Eng ish, The Rise of David Levinsky.”

is said that the world is made up 
of a lot of odd places and things ; 
and near Torquay, in the little 
village of Cockington, you will find 
such a quaint place, with relics of 
days. 
tween little cottages with straw- 
thatched roofs, some of them over 
1,000 years old, stands, in a piace of 
honour, a State coach that used to ply 
between Plymouth and London. 
Cheek by jowl with it you will find 
a penny-farthing and a penny-half- 
penny velocipede, as well as a 1904 
model of a Rover automobile. 
Opposite “Rose Cottage” you may 
see the “Forge”; this smithy was 
mentioned in the Domesday Book in 
1066. Just as in the olden days, the 
blacksmith is busy forging horse- 
shoes, for sale to anyone who cares 
to pay Is. 3d. For these horse-shoes 
are “ guaranteed” to bring you luck, 
especially when the blacksmith shakes 
your hand and in the process of it 
makes them nicely black and grimy. 


The Wishing Well 


There are also other opportunities 
of spending money, by buying sou- 
venirs to be found in multitudes in 
the various cottages. The main 
attraction is the’ twelfth-century 
“wishing well.” Here you have to 
stand in silence, think hard of what 
you want to come true, and then 
throw a coin into the well. Rest 
assured that your monev is not going 
“down the drain.” At regular inter- 
vals it is fished out, dried, sorted into 
silver and copper, and distributed 
among deserving causes and institu- 
tions. I can vouch for this, as I have 
seen the many receipts and letiers of 
thanks from blind institutions, old- 
age homes, orphanages, almshouses, 
the Torquay United Supporters’ Club, 
the Mayor of Torquay, the Council 
of Social Service, and the Torquay 
Hebrew Congregation.

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“END BLOCKADE” CALL TO EGYPT 
Security Council Approves Three-Power Resolution

FLUSHING Meapow 

After a five-minute meeting, the United 
Nations Security Council last Saturday 
approved, by cight votes to none, a 
worded resolution submuicd 

intly by Britain, France. and the United 

ates, calling on Egypt to remove its 
resirictions on the passage of shipping in 
the Suez Canal. India, Russia, and 
Nationalist China abstained. 

The Soviet delegate. Mr Tsarapkin. 
whose intervention last weck delayed the 
vote on the three-Power resolution—he 
said then that Russia wanted to make 
a new approach to a possible settlement 
of the dispute—surprisingly maintained a 
steadfast silence at Saturday's meeting. 
despite the Chairman's repeated call for 
speakers. 

The resolution, one of the most 
strongly worded motions ever passed by 
the Security Council, describes the block- 
ade as inconsistent with the objective of 
establishing permanent peace in Palestine 
and an abuse of the exercise of right of 
visit, search, and seizure, which cannot. 
in the prevailing circumstances, be justi- 
fied on the grounds that i is necessary 
for self-defence. 

lt pomts out that these restrictions 
represem’ an unjustifiable interference 
with the nghts of nations not directly 
connected with the conflict in Palestine. 
and calls on Eeyot to terminate its restric- 
tions on the passage of all shipping and 
goods through the Suez Canal. 


The Secretary-General of the Arab 
League has sent a letter to the U.N. 
Security Council referring to the Coun- 
cil’s resolution on Suez and stating that 
Egym. by imposing restrictions on ship- 
ping m the Canal, had merely put into 
.cffect measures advocated by the League. 
Since all Arab States were affected by the 
Councils decision, the League, the letter 
added. would consider steps to be taken 
in connection with the resolution. 


EGYPTIANS UNLIKELY TO 
COMPLY WITH ORDER 


Cairo 

The Egyptian Government is unlikely 
to comply with the Security Council's 
resolution calling for the hfting of the 
restricions on Suez shipping. It is 
reported here that the Egyptian Govern- 
ment has imstructed the Canal shipping 
control authorities to continue the inspec- 


tion of ships suspected of carrying war 
materials or oi! to Israel. . 

An Egyptian Government spokesman s 
first reaction to the resolution was a state- 
mem that Egypt had no intention of 
implementing Council's resolution. 
But he later corrected this to say that 
implementation would be conditional on 
Israel's implementation of past United 
Nations resolutions on Palestine. The 
spokesman, reports Reuter, said thai 
Egypt considered the Council's resoluvion 
as a “ simple recommendation ™ not bind- 
ing on that country. 


ARABS TO INTENSIFY 
BLOCKADE 


ALEXANDRIA 

The Arab League Political Commitice 
this week expressed full support for 
Egypt in the Suez Canal dispute. It urged 
reater co-operation between the Arab 
Seates in tightening the boycott of Isiacl, 
especially in preventing oi! from reaching 
the Jewish State. 

The Political Committee. after a five- 
hour meeting here, decided to set up a 
special committee of experts to report on 
measures for intensifying the economic 
blockade of Israel. 

In a statement, the commitice declared 


that the “intensification of  Isracli 
rearmament was a threal to security m 
the Middle East. It added: “* This 
situation demands closer co-operation 


between Arab States for boycotting 
Isracl, and especially carrying out 
measures aiming at preventing oil reach- 
ing Israch ports.” 

The Committee, reports Reuter, decided 
that Member-States would mainiain 
restrictions on oi companies tankers to 
prevem oi] reaching Israel. and that al! 
efforts must be made to ensure that oil 
leaving their territories would not reach 
Israel. 


MR. EBAN’S STATEMENT

Ariukovich, who served as Minister of 
Justice and of the Interior in the Nazi- 
sponsored. Usiacht puppet Government, 
was arresied at the request of the Yugo- 
slav authorities and charged with the 
death of the Archbishop of Sarejevo. He 
was also accused of responsibility in the 
murder of countless Jews and other 
Yugos'av citizens. 

in a telegram to the U.S. authorities 
the American Jewish Congress said: 
“ Evidence in our possession clearly 
establishes that. Artukovich, during his 
ienuire as Croatian Minister of the 
Interior, was primarily responsidle for 
concemration camp brutalities and the 
annihilation of thousands of -Jews.’—

The 
House Bill would give $175.000.000 to 
Near Eastern countries, while military aid 
to Israel and the- Arabs would total 
$23,500,000.

HUNGARIAN JEWS 
TO RE-ENTER ISRAEL

JERUSALEM 

Hungarian Jews who returned to their 
native country from Israel during the past 
year are now asking to be readmitted to 
Isracl, according to letters received by 
their relatives here. 

Since the establishment of Israel, about 
14,000. Hungarian Jews have entered the 
Jewish State. About a year ago, the 
Hungarian press alleged that thousands of 
Jews in Israel had asked the Hungarian 
Legation in Tel Aviv for permission to 
relurn to Hungary. The Hungarian 
Government then announced an 
“ amnesty,” which gave Hungarian Jews 
in Isracl the night to return to. their 
country of origin. Since that announce- 
ment, several hundred Hungarian Jews 


have applied to the Israel authorities for | 


exit permits, and in most cases these were 
granted immediately, although emigrants 
were Obliged to repay any loans made to 
them, and, if possible. to refund the cost 
of thei transport to Israel. 


Appeal to Relatives 


Three hundred Hungarian Jews left for 
Hungary during the past year. Since then, 
however, their relatives here have received 
letters, which have been passed on to the 
Ministry of Immigration, pleading for 
readmission to Israel. 

One writer said that he had entered 
Israel in 1948, served in Hagana for 11 
months, and then found work. He and 
his wife returned to Hungary. because 
they had heard that life was better there 
for workers. Since their return, in 
December, 1950, they had both been 
working, but were unable ta save any- 
thing. They had returned “from our 
land, lacking faith. . . . We can now be 
trusted to undo that injustice against our 
people and our country.” 

The other letters follow a similar pat- 
tern. 

Their relatives here have asked the 
Minisiry of Immigration to help them. 
But no special action will be taken by 
the Israeli authorities, | am informed.
